REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHAPLAINS. 
Proposes New Chaplains’ Bills for Congress. 


Coincident with the annual meeting of the Federal 
Council of ,Churches of Christ in America which was 
held in Boston, Mass., in the week ending Dec. 4, which 
was attended by Chaplain John T. Axton, Chief of 
Chaplains, U.S.A., and Capt. John B. Frazier, Ch. C., 
U.S.N.; the council has issued a report covering the 
work of its General Committee on Army and Navy 
Chaplains during the World War and since the armistice. 
The major part of the report is devoted to the efforts of 
the committee to secure a better status for the chaplains 
by legislation. It traces the efforts of the special com- 
mittee in charge of legislation for the Army c aplains in 
its efforts to secure a representation of one chaplain for 
every 1,200 commissioned officers and enlisted men and 
the suceess achieved in the provisions for chaplains in 
the Army Reorganization act of June In con- 
nection with the appointment of Chaplain Axton as Chief 
of Chaplains the report states: “Chaplain Axton is a 
great organizer. He has the highest ideals for the chap- 
lain service of the Army and under the progressive pro- 
visions of the Army Reorganization act, his administra- 
tion is counted upon to bring about a new era of re- 
ligious activity for the Army and soon to bring the 
chaplains’ service to the highest degree of efficiency.” 

Navy Chaplain Legislation. 

Referring to the Navy the report*states: ‘“‘While there 
is no definite provision in Navy legislation for a chief 
chaplain, Hon. Josephus Daniels, Secretary of the Navy, 
in the beginning of the past quadrennium, detailed Capt. 
John B. Frazier, chaplain, U.S.N., as Chief of the Chap- 
lains’ Corps of the Navy. Chaplain Frazier has dis- 
charged his duties in this capacity in a manner that 
clearly demonstrates the need for the establishment of 
the office of the Chief Chaplain of the Navy through leg- 
islative enactment. Chaplain Frazier has, with rare, 
discriminating judgment and with absolute fearlessness, 
tempered by a heart of love, sought and recommended 





for appointment only the best qualified and highest type 


of ministers for a chaplaincy in the Navy.” 

The report adds: “While the Navy has been rather in 
advance of the Army in the matter of provision for chap- 
lains and in the direction of chaplains toward efficiency 
in their work, the legislation secured for the Army, now 
in effect, gives the chaplains of the Army and their work 
a better status than that occupied by the Navy. This 
fact was called to the attention of the Secretary of the 
Navy by Bishop William F. McDowell, chairman of the 
General Committee on Army and Navy Chaplains. This 
has resulted in a prompt request from the Secretary of 
the Navy for recommendations for advanced legislation 
in behalf of Navy chaplains to be introduced in the next 
session of Congress. The committee has presented to 
the Secretary and received his endorsement of bills to be 
introduced in the next Congress establishing in the De- 
partment of the Navy a bureau to be known as the 
Chaplains’ Bureau and for other purposes, and a bill 
reorganizing the Chaplain Corps of the Navy.” ‘The pro- 
posed bills read: 

A bill to establish in the Department of the Navy a bureau to 
be known as the Chaplains’ Bureau and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted, etc., That hereafter there shall be in the 
Department of the’ Navy a separate bureau to be known as the 

- lains’ Bureau, which shall direct and supervise the work 

e Chaplain Corps, and shall perform such business of the 
| eR of the Navy as the Secretary of the Navy shall 
judge to be e ient and proper. 

The Chief of the Chaplains’ Bureau in the Department of the 
Navy shall be appointed by the President by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate from the list of officers of the Chap- 
lains’ Corps of the Navy not below the rank of commander 
on the active list and shall hold office for the term of four 
years. 

During his term of office the Chief of the Chaplains’ Bureau 
shall have rank, pay and allowances of a rear admiral of the 
lower half. 

A bill reorganizing the Chaplains’ Corps, U.S.N. 

Hereafter the total rumber of chaplains on the active list 
at any one time, exclusive of additional numbers in grade, 
shall be distributed in the proportion of six in the rank of 
captain, to twelve in the rank of commander, to eighty-two in 
the ranks below commander. 

That the grade of acting chaplain is hereby abolished and 
hereafter all original appointments to the Corps of Chaplains 
shall be made, after such examination as the Secretary of the 
Navy may prescribe, in the grade of chaplain for a probationary 
period of not less than three years, of which at least two years

Pay or ENLISTED PHILIPPINE Scouts. 

By direction of the Secretary of War, orders will 
shortly be issued by The Adjutant General of the Army 
relating to pay of enlisted men, Philippine Scouts, as 
follows: 1. Under the provisions of Sec. 4b, act of June 
4, 1920, and of Sec. 36, act of Feb. 2, 1901, the Presi- 
dent directs: First: That the monthly pay of enlisted 


men, Philippine —y be fixed as follows: (a) Base 
pay—master sergeant, $33; technical and first sergeants, 
$27; staff sergeants, $24; sergeants, $20; corporals, $15; 


privates, first class, $12; privates, $10. (b) Additional 
pay for privates, first class, and privates rated as spe- 
cialists: Specialists, first class, Philippine Scouts, $8; 
second class, $7; third class, $5; fourth class, $4; fifth 
class, $3; sixth class, $1. Second : That enlisted men of 
the Philippine Scouts shall receive an increase of ten 
per cent. of their base pay for each five years of service 
in the-Army, or service which by existing law is held to 
be the equivalent of Army service, such increases not to 
exceed forty per cent. Third: That the above rates of 
pay shall become effective upon the receipt of new tables 
of organization by the organizations concerned, at 
which time the provisions of Pars. 11 and 12, See. I, 
G.O. No. 36, W.D., will become inoperative. 
Fourth: That upon receipt of the new tables of organiza- 
tion the grading and rating of enlisted men ef the Phil- 
ippine Scouts will be in accord with these tables except 
that: (a) For each specialist rating authorized therein 
there shall be substituted the corresponding rating au- 
thorized in (b) above for Philippine Scouts. For exam- 
ple, if tables show “specialists, fourth class,” substitute 
“specialists, fourth class, Philippine Scouts.” (b) Where 
tables show warrant officers Dar duty as band leaders, the 
provisions of Par. 1, Sec. I, G.O. No. 36, W.D., 1920, 
by which grade of master sergeant is authorized for “en-

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NAVAL RESERVE Force GRATUITIES. 

In 1916 Congress created the Naval Reserve Force 
and provided that officers reporting for active duty in 
time of war should receive $150 as uniform gratuity 
but “that should any member of the Naval Reserve 





Force sever his connection with the Service without 


compulsion on part of the Government before the ex- 
piration of his term of enrolment the amount so cred- 
ited shall be deducted from any money that may be, or 
may become, due him.” A large number of Naval Re- 
serve officers upon qualifying for the Regular Navy for 
an appointment, either temporary or permanent, had 
this uniform gratuity checked against them on the the- 
ory that it was a severance of their connection with the 
Service without compulsion on the part of the Govern- 
ment. One of them recently sued in the Couurt of 
Claims and the case was argued by Mr. George A. King, 
of King & King. The court, in an opinion delivered by 
Chief Justice Campbell, held that there was no sever- 
ance of an officer’s connection with the Service when 
he accepted an appointment in the Regular Navy; and 
that even if so, there was compulsion on the part of 
the Government in discharging him in order to accept 
such appointment. In 1918 Congress passed an act re- 
storing the checkages to those officers who had accepted 
temporary appointments. This act is held to restore 
the right to the gratuity even had it been lost under 
prior legislation. The decision thus supports the claims 
of all Naval Reserve officers who acecpted appointment 
in the Regular Navy to their uniform gratuity of $150. 
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NAVAL RESERVISTS FOR ACTIVE Duty. 

The commandant, 3d Naval District, has been author- 
ized to recall to active duty for training, seven officers 
not above rank of lieutenant, junior grade, and 160 en- 
listed Reservists of 3d Naval District, who desire to 
volunteer for the coming cruise of the Atlantic Fleet 
to Southern waters. The vessels of the Atlantic Fleet 
will leave about Jan. 3, 1921, and will visit Guantanamo, 
Panama and Callao, Peru. rvists volunteering for 
cruise will remain on active duty at least four months 
or until return of fleet to United States. No chief petty 
officers, except chief electricians, radio, Reservists class, 
1C and 1D, commissary and officers’ stewards, ships 
and officers’ cooks, or mess attendants, bakers or 
printers will be accepted. All Reservists selected for 
this cruise will be given a physical examination at the 
nearest recruiting station. Reservists not qualified phy- 
sically will not be accepted. Twice before, Naval Re- 
servists have had the ———- to take cruises of this 
character. The first cruise was in the Frederick going

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Rates oF Navy Pay LEGISLATION NEEDED. 

Need of legislation in the matter of rates of pay for 
the enlisted men of the Navy is made plain in a state- 
ment of the Comptroller’s in a decision concerning the 
retired pay of a Navy bandsman. “In the absence of 
any further legislation,” he writes, “the ‘rates’ fixed in 
the act of July 11, 1919, would not have been applicable 
to an enlistment entered into after July 1, 1920. The 
act of May 18, 1920, provided new rates of pay effec- 
tive for all enlistments —— in effect or that may be 
entered into prior to July 1922. This act specifically 
provides, however, that uate new rates shall not enter 
into the computation of the pay of men retired prior to 
July 1, 1922. Should no further legislation be enacted 
the rates of pay in effect prior to July 11, 1919, will auto- 
matically revive for men on the active list, after June 
30,.1922, whose enlistments were not entered into within 
the period fixed by the act of July 11, 1919. The tempo- 
rary nature of the ‘rates’ fixed by the act of July 11, 
1919, is thus shown and while nevertheless ‘permanent’ 
rates, viz.: base rates, while they last, they should not 
be included except as authorized in 26 Comp. Dec. 478, 
in computing retired pay for enlisted men.” 
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Surp’s Data, U.S. Navy. 

The Ship’s Data Book, prepared by the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair, U.S. Navy Department, as of 
July 1, 1920, has recently been issued and forms a 
handy and valuable ready reference book for those who 
want facts concerning vessels of the U.S. Navy of all 
classes from battleships to ash lighters. The total num- 
ber of fighting ships fit for service in the U.S. Navy 
July 1, 1920, was 618, aggregating 1,369,880 tons. In 
addition there were 150 fighting ships under construc- 
tion and these total 861,419 tons. When the auxiliaries 
such as fuel ships, tugs, mine sweepers, etc., fit for ser- 
vice and under repair are added, the grand total of ships 
fit for service is 795, aggregating 2,111,457 tons. There 
were 165 ships under construction on July 1, 1920, rep- 
resenting a tonnage of 998,859 tons; 19 other vessels 
were authorized, but had not yet been placed. The grand 
total of vessels fit for service, building and authorized 
numbered 979 on July 1, 1920, with a displacement of 
3,120,316 tons. Among the new features in the book 
this year are biographical sketches of individuals for 
whom destroyers have been named, and a list of all ves- 
sels built for the Navy since 1883, with original serial 
number, changes of name, year authorized, name of 
builder, etc. 
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Army Scioor or NurRsINe. 

Five hundred students in the Army School of Nursing 
will complete their three years’ course in 1921. The 
school will continue to offer young women unusual edu: 
cational advantages in preparation for their life as 
trained nurses. Because of the especial advantages 
offered candidates must have completed a high school 
education to be admitted to the school. They must be 
between the ages of ninteen and thirty years. Since 
it is not always pssible to give training in Army hos: 
pitals in all the branches required for state registration, 
affiliations have been made with the best civilian hos: 
pitals of the country. Graduates of the school are eligi- 
ble for appointment in the Army Nurse Corps and will be 
prepared to accept positions of responsibility and im- 
portance in the nursing world. New classes will be ad- 
mitted in March and October, 1921. The preliminary 
course is taken at the Walter Reed General Hospital, 
Takoma Park, D.C., and at the Letterman General Hos- 
pital, San Francisco, Cal. Inquiries should be made to

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R.0.T.C. Drm in Bancor ScHOOLS. 
The new system of drill established at the High School, 
Bangor, Me., in accordance with the R.O.T.C. work, 


making military training for the freshman and sopho- 
more classes compulsory, has proved a great success, says 
the Daily News of that city. It was recently inaugurated 
by Col. Casper W. Cole, U.S.A., and includes drill 
periods with the study periods each day in the school 
week. Total registration of the members of the Junior 
R.O.T.C. advanced up to about 340, an increase of about 
200 per cent. Under the guidance of Colonel Cole, de- 
tailed at the school, the actual work of instruction is 
being done by student officers; and boys who show apti- 
tude are advanced to non-commissioned or commissioned 
rank. The constant endeavor is to develop leadership.

NEW LONG RANGE MACHINE GUN. 
Ordnance Meparincnt’s Successful Test of Weapon. 

A new long-range machine gun whose caliber is about 
one-half jiuch has been successfully recently tested at the 
Aberdeen Proving Grounds. ‘The development of a gun 
of this type has been under way in the Ordnance De- 
purtment for sume time, and remarkable progress has 
been minde in recent months. In connection with the

strated, the War Department announces, in the results 
recently obtained with the new large caliber machine 
gun. Each round of ammunition fired by this new 
weapon weighs approximately one-fourth of a pound, and 
tie bullet weighs nearly five and one-fourth times as 
much as the builet fired by the Springfield rifle. 

‘Yhe first gun developed and manuiactured in accordance 
with the recent ideas of Mr. Browning and the speci- 
ficrniious from the Small Arins Division, Ordnance Gitice, 


was tested on November 24, and those witnessin the 
test were enthusiastic over the credible showing which 
was made. It was demonstrated that the effective rauge is 
ut least twice as great as the effective range of the 
esliber .30 machine gun. The weight of the gun is about 
twiee that of the caliber 30 Browning machine gun. 
lis water jacket has a capacity of two gallons, and the 
water used for cooling purposes reaches the boiling 
po.nt after three hundred rounds of continuous firing. 
The rate of firing can be regulated between 400 and 
760 shots per minute by avery ingenious buffer mechan- 
isin. Preliminary tests indicate that the gun is ex- 
thomiely aecurate at long ranges and the grouping of 
shots unusually good. Accurate fire is easily directed 
by virtue of the fact that the fixed sight which has 
been placed .upon the top plate of the gun has 
been placed as near as practicable to the gunner’s eye 
and en aeceount of the size of the weapon it has been 
possible to make the sight radius unusually long. 

be tripod, as at present tentatively designed for this 
weapon, weighs about ten pounds more than the gun 
with the water jacket filled with water. It is believed 
that the design of this tripod is unusually good, and 


the firing conducted so far shows it to be very 
siable. Several new and desirable features have been 
added whieh are not found in the caliber .30 Browning 
nachine gun, and an attempt has been made to over- 
come such defects as have developed in the .30 caliber 


type. The gun has a double grip somewhat similar to, 
but much simpler than the double grip found on the 
Maxim and Vickers machine guns, and the excessive 
racking effect that would inevitably follow from the use 
of so powerful a weapon as this, has been minimized by 
tre use of an ingenious buffer mechanism which has been 
added to absorb the recoil. This feature has made possi- 
bic a considerable reduction in the weight of the weapon, 
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Scrrity FUNCTIONS OF BRANCHES OF ARMY. 

The transfer of functions pertaining to the sale of 
surplus property’ from the Quartermaster General to 
other supply branches of the Army has been authorized 
by the Secretary of War in a communication directed to 
the Surgeon General, the Chief of Engincers, and the 
Chief Signal Officer. With reference to Sec. Il, G.O. 
1, W.D., 1920, the Secretary directs that the several 
supply branches of the Army charged with procurement, 
sto:age and issue of special and technical articles be also 
charged, effective Jan. 1, 1921, with the sale of such 
ariicles which are, or may be, declared as surplus under 
the supervision of the Director of Sales; who is to be 
onculted regarding details of organizations to be eon- 


stituted for this purpose. In order that the transfer of 
these functions may be accomplished with the least pos- 
sible disruption to the sales program. officers of the 
branches are to assign to duty in the Office of the Quar- 
termaster General a suitable number of officers and cleri- 
cal personnel for the purpose of familiarizing themselves 
with the existing sales procedure, with a view to the 
utilization of this personnel after Dec. 31, 1920, on sales 
activities in the branches concerned. 
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New Army. CONSTRUCTIONS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 

The Construction Division of the Quartermaster Corps 
now has under .way the erection of various buildings and 
the making of many-improvements. Practically all of 
the work is being done by private contractors, there being 
only about 2,500 available enlisted men in the Construc- 
tion Service, and 125 officers. The officer personnel is 
wholly inadequate to the needs, but the situation is re- 
lieved by special detail of construction quartermasters or 
other officers at the various stations, camps or posts 
where the improvements are“being made. What available 
labor there is in .the Construction Service is utilized 
principally for maintenanée .of- present equipment and 
not for the new developments under way. Following 
are some of the impyoverténts being made, and contem- 
plated for the near future: At New Dorp, Staten Island, 
N.Y., an Air Service station and flying field are under 
way, and will be known as Miller Field. This is in con- 
nection with the Aerial Coast Defense, Plans are made for 
the erection of additional permanent buildings to be used 
in connection with Walter Reed General Hospital, Ta- 
koma Park, D.C. At Camp Benning, Ga., work is being 
done on some buildings started during the war, but which 
were suspended on account of the armistice. When 
these are completed the situation there for want of 
school buildings and quarters will be relieved to some 
extent. The Nitrate Plant at Muscle Shoals, Ala., is 
almost completed. At San Antonio, Texas, a number of 
warehouses are being constructed with the necessary rail- 
way trackage to serve them, which probably will be ready 
for use in the spring. At Fort Bliss, El Paso, Texas, a 
new hospital is under construction, as also a storage 
depot. These, too, probably will be finished in the spring. 
At Fort Leavenworth, Kas., plans are finished for the 
erection of additional officers’ quarters for use in con- 
nection with the General Service Schools there. It is 
understood that the schools will be enlarged, and prepara- 
ticns are being made to provide necessary houses and 
shops, and the various buildings that will be needed. 
Near Ogden, Utah, the Construction Service is building 
a large number of storage buildings and necessary rail- 
way trackage, for the storage of ordnance supplies. Simi- 
lar work is going on at the Savannah Proving Ground, 
“Ill. Bids will be opened for the construction of a re- 
cuperator shop at the Rock Island Arsenal, and at Frank- 
ford Arsenal, Pa., some machine shops are being built. 
A new flying field is being prepared for the Air Service 
at the Presidio of San Francisco, known as Crissy Field. 
The work on this project is well under way. Aside from 
these improvements there are numerous other projects 
under way. The Panama Canal Commission has re- 
cently completed some construction for the Army in the 
’anama Canal region. Last year it built accommoda- 
tions for two regiments of Infantry, known as Fort Clay- 
ton and Fort Davis. Owing to climatic conditions in the 
Canal Zone special attention is given to building of 
concrete 








IMXAMINATIONS IN WARRANT RANKS, TRANSFER TO NAVY 

Icxaminations for transfer in the chief warrant and 
warrant ranks in the Navy will take place in May, 1921, 
and will be similar in scope to those in prior examina- 
tions for these grades. The examinations for chief war- 
rant and warrant ofhcers will include the same ques- 
tions, and the boards which mark the candidates will 
take into consideration the greater experience and 
knowledge of the chiefs over the warrants. There will 
be enough questions in each subject or group to cover 
the average knowledge of the candidate, so that the 
board may secure a fair estimate of the equipment of 
cach man taking the examination. The questions gen- 
erally will concern the technical line on which the can- 
didate has been serving in the Navy or is likely to serve 
in his own special rank. There have been added to this 
examination for the warrant and chief warrant officers 
of the line, except the machinist and chief machinist, 
questions in dead reckoning navigation, relating to the 
lead, log, compass, sextant and chronometers; to the 
punishments the commanding officer of smaller vessels 
may inflict upon those under his command, and on pilot- 
age marks. The procedure of the candidates before the 
boards will practically be the same as in this last com- 
petitive test. Some of the advantages to warrant and 
chief warrant officers who qualify in the examination 
are: Probable duty to which assigned will follow tech- 
nical branch of the Navy which candidate selected ; after 
sixteen years of creditable service as warrant officer 
may take examination for chicf warrant, with rank and 
pay of ensign, and prior service as an officer will be 
counted; after six years as chief warrant, rank of en- 
sign, he will receive rank and pay of lieutenant (j.g.) , 
after twelve years, lieutenant. In addition the officer 
will have the advantage of retirement given by law to 
his rank in the Service as an officer of the Regular Navy, 
and will have the opportunity of transfer, after exami- 
nation, to Regular line officer’s duty if desired, after 
four years from first warrant. 
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IIrALTH OF THE TROOPS. 

IIcalth conditions among troops in the United States 
continue excellent, according to reports received in the 
Office of the Surgeon General for the week ended Dec. 3. 
The admission and non-effective rates are practically 
the same as in the previous week. The admission rates 
for measles and malaria show a sharp rise, while the 
rate for pneumonia has declined. There were 145 new 
cases of measles reported, of which Camp Jackson re- 
ports 60, Camp Pike 36, and Camp Dix 17. There were 
17 admissions for malaria during the week, as follows: 
Camp Jackson 9, the 2d Corps Area 5, Fort McDowell 
2, and the 4th Corps Area 1. The Brownsville district 
of the 8th Corps Area, which formerly reported a num- 
ber of admissions for this disease each week, reports no 
new eases. This is probably due to the vigorous anti- 
malarial campaign recently waged there. Five admis- 
sions for pneumonia were reported. two from Camp Ben- 
ning, one from the 4th Corps Area, one from the Re 








cruit De at Columbus Barracks, and one from 
ltecruit Depot at Fort Slocum. There were five sporadic 
cases of diphtheria reported this week against two last 
week. No station reports more than one admission for 
that disease. ‘There was one admission for scarlet fever 
reported from Camp Funston. The 8th Area re 
ports two admissions for influenza and p Knox 
one. There were eight deaths from disease —

only two of which were due to communicable 

Malaria and pneumonia are each reported to have been 
the cause of one death: The admission rate for disease 
for tho American Forces in Germany is slightly higher 
than in the previous week and the -non-effective rate a 
little lower, indicating that the health conditions con- 
tinue satisfactory. There were four admissions for pneu- 
monia, three for influenza, one for measles, one for dys- 
entery and sixty-four for venereal diseases. ‘here were 
two deaths from disease.

GENERAL HAAN ON EpUCATING THE ARMY. 

Major Gen. William G. Haan, U.S.A., in an article on 
“Education and the Army,” which appears in a publi 
cation issued by the Department of the Interior cnti- 
tled “The National Crisis im Wducation: An Appeal to 
the People,” says in referring to the opportunities af- 
forded by the Army for education of the R.O.T.C. and 
enlisted men in the Regular Army: “We have in the 
civiliam faculty and teaching staff five advisers at the 
War Department, thirty-nine field consultants and ad- 
visers, 1,634 teachers and instructors. In addition the 
following Army personnel has been assigned to — this 
work: ‘Thirty-five officers at the Washington central 
office, 232 education and recreation officers, all being 
staff officers of local commanders, 1,839 teachers and in- 
structors, of whom 547 are commissioned officers and 
1,292 enlisted men. ‘This directing and teaching staff is 
now giving instruction from three to six hours daily, five 
days in the week, to more than 100,000 soldiers of the 
U.S. Army. The country docs not yet realize what an 
enormous educational undertaking this is. I believe I 
am safe in saying that nothing in the world in an educa- 
tional way has ever before grown to such proportions in 
so short a time, nor reached that class of men whose last 
chance for education is passing. The reports from our 
recruiting system and commanding officers show that, of 
all the men who have enlisted since Jan. 1, 1920, eighty 
per cent. have asked to be enrolled for educational work. 
Except for illiterates, educational work in the Army is 
wholly voluntary with the enlisted men. Universal edu- 
cation is the one great thing which will make for the 
safety of our country, not only from the point of view 
of sufficient power for national defense, but also from 
that of leading the country itself in the way of right 
thinking and true understainding.” 
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War Srrenotu or Army SUPPiies. 

In order that the Army may be efficient and in a posi- 
tion to meet promptly possible war conditions, the War 
Department states that it is necessary that organiza- 
tions have in their possession at all times the authorized 
war strength allowances of supplies. The Quartermaster 
General has been informed that instances in which it is 
discovered that organizations are accumulating supplies 
in excess of authorized allowances are proper cases for 
disciplinary action. Representatives of supply branch>s 
of the Army at posts, camps, or stations, discovering such 
eases, should make prompt report to the commanding offi- 
eer for his action. The issuance of new tables of or- 
ganizations, now in process of preparation in the War 
Department, will render surplus certain supplies now in 
the hands of organizations. The oe of surplus 
property in places which are exempted from the control 
of corps area commanders, the War Department holds, 
is the responsibility of the chiefs of the branches of the 
Army controlling such exempted stations. The questions 
of surplus property at schools and other military sta- 
tions exclusively under the War Department will be cov- 
ered by action direct from the department. 
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Livinc CONDITIONS OF UNMARRIED OFICERS. 

It having been reported to chiefs of services that at 
various camps and stations officers are living under con- 
ditions which are much below the standard that should 
be required of an officer of the Army. The Adjutant 
General has addressed the following letter to all com- 
manding officers: “It has come to the attention of the 
War Department that in certain instances the conditions 
under which officers live, especially the younger and un- 
married officers, are very unsatisfactory in respect to con- 
ditions which are within the power of local authority 
to remedy. It is desired that this matter be given atten- 
tion, especially in regard to the management and equip- 
ment of officers’ messes, and the character of the food 
served therein and the conveniences, comfort and care 
of officers quarters in so far as they can be improved 
by local authority; also in respect to recreational and 
social facilities for unmarried officers. The morale of 
officers is reflected in that of the men, and the removal 
of any unnecessary depressing factors is important in 
both instances.” 
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CuHEMICAL AMMUNITION FOR NATIONAL GUARD. 

Issue of chemical ammunition for training and target 
practice has been authorized by the War Department to 
combatant arms of the National Guard. Each regiment 
of Infantry may have 600 smoke (W.P.) hand and rifle 
grenades annually, for demonstrations and tactical exer- 
cises, and each organized division is entitled to 2,000 
smoke candles. Each regiment of Infantry armed with 
8-inch Stokes mortars is entitled to thirty live 3-inch 
Stokes smoke bombs (W.P.) a year. Requests for the 
ammunition should be made to the Chief of the Militia 
Bureau, Washington, D.C. No issues will be made to 
Cavalry, Air Service, Engineers, or to batteries in Coast 
Defense. 
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SALE or ARMS TO RESERVE OFFICERS. 

The sale of arms and equipment to officers of the Re- 
serve Corps has been approved by the Chief of Staff, 
and orders have been issued to the Chief of Ordnance, 
the Chief of Militia Bureau, and the Director of Civilian 
Marksmanship, accordingiy. Rules covering the sale 
and the maintenance of an adequate check on the arms 
and equipment sold are to be embodied in the regulations 
for the Officers’ Reserve Corps now undergoing 
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ANNUAL REPORT, SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 


Mr. Daniels’s Last Report Urges Greatest Navy. 


In his annual report as Secretary of the Navy for the 
fiscal year 1920, the last of such documents to be issued 
by him, Mr. Daniels presents a voluminous record of the 
operations of the Navy for t' running to 210 pages 
to which he adds eleven ap)... ; including 246 pages, 
the ground covered stating events up to the date of the 
report Dec. 1, 1920. In opening his report Mr. Daniels 
refers to “the enlargements and additions needed for 
rounding out cur great fleet, which, when the ships now 
under construction and recorhmended by the General 
Board are completed, will make the Navy of the United 
States the strongest in the world. Tere are alsu in- 
eluded csscntial recommendations for previding adequate 
shore baces upon the Pacifie, which is the immediate out- 
standing duty of the country.” 

As to the future of the Navy My. Dan‘els makes a 
statement which ends with a new threc-year building pro- 
gram reeccmmended by the General Board in a’ report 
dated Sept. 24, 1920, the complete text of which appears 
as Appendix A of the report. Mr. Daniels says: , 

“If the United States tases its stand with other coun- 
tries in an organizeiion to prevent war and promote 
peace, our present Navy, with tle addition -of some’ spe 
dial types, such as flotiila leaders, airplane carriers, col- 
liers, and tenders, will be adequate for our’defense and 
the prevention of argression. But, if we are not to enter 
into a covenant with the other powers which are pledged 
to peace, if this country is to stand alone, outside any 
effective association of nations, we must be prepared to 
defend our interests agaiust any possible opposition or 
combination. ‘This will mean continuance of naval con- 
struction indefinitely, costly as this will be. If the 
United States is Lot to enter into any agreement with 
the other powers of the earth, which are now bound to- 
gether in the League of Nations, 1 fvel compelled to ap- 
prave the recommendation of the General Board that 
Congress authorize another three-year program tv be 
begun as soon as the capital ships now under construc- 
tion are launched.” This “trree-year program” includes 
88 ships. 

125 Vess:!s Completed in 12 Months. 

The report shows that in the 12 months ended Oct. 1, 
1920, there were completed 1 battleship, the Tennessee, 
placed in commission June 3; $4 destroyers; T2 subma- 
rines: 8 Eagle boats; 1 fuel ship; 1 ammunition ship; 

guubeat; 6 mine sweepers; and 11 flect tugs. This 
left under construction on Oct. 1, 11 battleships, 6 bat- 
tle cruisers, 10 scout cruisers, 1 gunboat, S$ auxiliary 
vessels, including 2 ordered during the year; 52 de- 
stroyers; 4% submarines, including the 5 fleet submarines 
ordered in March; and 8 ficet tugs: With the exception 
of the battleship California, launched Nov. 20, 1919, aud 
due. for completion carly next year, the destroyers, 20 of 
the submarines, and the % fleet tugs, the vessels now 
under construction all belong to the three-year program. 

The Seeretary reviews the arguments in fevor of the 
capital ship as “the backbore of the fleet’ quoting the 
opinions of the British Admiralty, and citing Japanese 
action in capital skipbuilding; aud presents a summary 
of the need for flect bases on the Pacific coast and pro- 
jects to be considered, including the establishment of a 
fleet base in Hawaii. He also argues in behalf of the 
Navy's absorbing the Coast Guard, Ligh ouse Serviee, 
Life-Saving Service, and for the operatim by the U.S. 
Navy of all transports. In connection with the absorp- 
tion of the Coast Guard the report st fos that if the 
Coast Guard were combined with the Navy. the follow 
ing shore stati s could cither be tircly abandoned or 
combined with s’milar establishments of the Navy, with 
great economy. to the. Government: Coast Guard Acad- 
emy, New London, .Conn.; C.G. headquarters, Washing- 
ton; C.G. depot, South Baltimore, Md.; division com- 
mander’s offices at Boston, New York, San Francisco, 
Seattle; Coast Guard stores at New York, San Fran- 
cisco; storehouse, Port Townsend, Wash. 

Improvement in Fleet Gunnery. ; 

Reviewing the work of the U.S. Atlantie and U.S. 
Pacific Fleets it_is stated that 11 battleships completed 
all the essential forms of target, praétics, and the ‘final 
firing under simulated battle conditions, conductéd in 
June, 1920,. showed a much higher efficiency in long- 
range firing than by the same vessels in the preceding 
year. Two Vessels in the Pacific Pleet; where Visibility 
cotditions permitted it, fired a battle practice ‘ata 
longer range than in any previous practice. The long- 
range battle practices of the Atlantie battleships were 
fired in unfavorable visibility conditions from the great- 
est range permiiied by safety, and the results showed 
execilent preparedness to fight a gun battle under dilicult 
weather conditions, The results already achieved give 
assurance that. with increase in personnel and intensive 
training being conducied, with the full eomplements that 
will soon be_available, a high average standard of gun- 
nery, as well as general efficiency. will be attained by 
vessels of every class. e desiyoyer squadrons of the 
Pacific Fleet succecded .in conducting an advanced ex- 
perimental torpedo battle practice, which will be of ma- 
terial assistance in formulating a doctrine of torpedo at- 
tack und defense at sea, desigued to meet new condi- 
tions. - 

The activities of the Asiatie Fleet are reviewed, as is 
the work of the Navy~in tht Adriatic and Near East.

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NEW TUREE-YEAR BUILDING PROGRAM. 
Navy General Bourd’s “Rounding-Out” Plan. 

In a report made to the Seeretary of the Navy under 
date of Sept. 24, 1920, the General Board submits a 
recommendation fur a naval building program for 1922 
that includes eighty-eight ships and is “made so as to 
provide for a three-year continuing program, one for 
one year and one for what has been called a ‘rounding- 
out’ program.” The report states that “the Navy sécond 
to none révtomimended by the General Board in” 1915 is 
still required to-day. In time of peace a great 
aud developing country needs a proportionately great 
merchant fleet of its own to insure its markets and 
preserve its commerce from subservienée to rival na- 
tions and their business. Our Navy and our merchant 
service are inextricably associated inthe economic prog- 
ress and prosperity of the pedple.°-A’ combatant Navy 
supporting and ‘protectizig a great fherchant fleet, such 





as the country requires both in peace and war, appears” 


to the General Board as an sential condition’ of na- 
tional ‘progress and ‘€conomic prosperity. '.~.~. The 
Geuerhl Board bélieves that the policy, so‘ far as the 
Navy is concerned, should be such: that‘ ultimately the 
United States wifl possess a Navy equal to the most 
powerful maintainéd by any other nation in the world.” 
The board deprecates the idea that in urging this con- 
tinuing policy there is any thought “of instituting inter- 
national competitive building. No other natidn,” it adds, 
“can it reasoa’'take exception to sach a position. In 
assuming it thé Unjted States, threatens ‘no ochér nation 
by the meré act of. placing itsclf on an equality with the 
strongest. It is an act of self-defense which gll will ac- 
knowledge as an inhérent right and cannot be justly con- 
strted as a ¢hallenzge. On the contrary,,the pursuance 
of Such a policy of, equal naval armaments may well tend 
to dinjinish thefr’ growth and would certainly work to 
lessen the danger of sudden war.”

it is recommended by, the board “that only one be laid 
down in the immediate future, and that one in the fiscal 
year 1923.” 

The board recommends “that ten cruisers be laid 
down in each of the fiscal years 1922, 1923 and 1924,” 
stating that “the need of the U.S. Navy for a large 
number of these vessels cannot be too strongly stated.” 
It does not believe we should follow the custom of for- 
eign navies in having vessels of this type of 5,000 tons, 
“but should proceed at once to vessels of about 10,000 
tons, high speed and long cruising endurance in all 
weathers, together with heavy armament.” The building 
of “four gunboats of the improved Monocacy type in the 
fiscal year 1922 and two in each of the fiseal years 1°23 
and 1924” is considered “a matter of immediat: impor- 
tance.” Of the “comparatively new type,” the destroyer 
leader, the board recommends the building of six de- 
stroyer leaders, to be laid down in each of tho fiscal 
years 1922, 1923 and 1924.” No increas. in the number 
of destroyers is recommended at present. 

Two types of submarines are recommended for d>vel- 
opment by our Navy. These includs “a very long radius 
submarine (cruiser type), wiih heavy armamert and 
the longest practicable radio s*uding range; surfac: and 
submerged speeds to be moderate, but with a cons d-ra- 
ble submerged radius”; also “a long rad'us mono liver, 
generally modeled after the cx-German = sul) uavine 
U-117.” It is recommended that “two of the cruiser 
type and four of the mine layer type be Ja‘d down in 
cach of th» fiscal years 1922, 1923 and 1924 O° a’r- 
plane carriers, which are “urgently needed for the Navy,” 
it is recommended “that twe of these sh ps be laid down 
in the fiscal year 1922, and one in each of the fiseal 
years 1923 and 1924.” Of fleet auxiliaries it is only 
recommended that in cach of the fiseal years 1922, 1023 
and 1924 two tenders of the repair ship type, on: for 
destroyers and one for submarincs, be laid down. FEx- 
penditure for new aircraft construction and exp rimen- 
tation for the fiscal year 1922 is recommendsd as fol- 
lows: Heavier-than-air craft, $9,800,000; | giter-than- 
air craft, $6,000,000; experimental development, $3,700,- 
090. The board “does not believe that in the pres*nt 
state of aircraft development it is advisable or practica- 
ble to recommend for more than a one-year program.” 
No specific recommendations are made as regards per- 
sonnel. 

As an alternative to the three-year building program 
outlined above the report states: “Should a progrim for 
one year only be decided upon, the General Board's ree- 
ommendation is for that shown in the column of the 
table for the fiscal year 1922, inereased by one battle 
cruiser.” The General Board believes that “the adoption 
of either of thes: programs will sufficiently meet the re- 
quirements of a so-called ‘rounding-vut’ program without 
restricting the necessary increase of the Navy in ships 
for the battle line.” 
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REPORT OF PAYMASTER GENERAL, U.S. NAVY. 
Navy Supplies and Expenditures. 

Rear Admiral Samuel McGowan, U.S.N., Paymaster 
General of the Navy and Chief of the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Acctounts, in his report for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 39, 1920, states that the World War. occasioned 
no reorganization of the Navy’s supply system, the ene 
obiect for years having been to work along the lines laid 
down by Secretary of-War John C..Calhoun, in his 1820 
annual report. There was practically ne change, simply 
expansion ; and such outside help as was accepted by the 
Navy because the nation’s total demands suddpnly ex- 
ceeded its supply of ceriaiu commodities, this necessitat- 
ing centralized. distribution, Im making Navy purchases 
the principle of free and unrestricted competition among 
bona-lide dealers was not departed from, bids being pub- 
licly opened throughout the war... Admiral McGowan 
states that the bidding list was increased from 6,000 to 
18,000 firms, and all brokers, speculators and objection- 
able middlemen were effectually excluded. And although 
the amount of supplies purchased by the Nayy increased 
from a: total of $27,000,000 in the heaviest prewar year 
to_ $30,000,000 in one single day, there was no delay or. 
conftision., | woe x. ; 

Tie total expenditures during the fiscal year 1920 
amoynted to $1,078,099,485.70, “Money expended by ‘the 
Navy during the three years from the outbreak of war 
to March 31,. 1920, totaled over $4,193,000,000, or’ one 
and one-third times as much as had: becnh previously ¢x- 
pended during the entire 123 years since the Navy was 
founded (including four wars). The total of expenditures 
for the Navy from 1794 to 1920 was $7,836,814,856.59. 

Although the enlisted force of the Nayy suddenly ,¢x- 
panded from a scant sixty-odd thousand-to ayer 00.000 
men, there was at all times Sufficient clothing of ‘satis; 
factory quality available when necded, and the standard 
of subsistence was never lowered. .The oft. repeated state- 
ment that,our Navy is the best fed body of men, in the 
world stilf applies, Admiyal MeGowan says.. The, Navy 
subsisted satisfactorily more, than 900,000 troops trans- 
ported io France and 200,000 returning... Details are 
given as to the, price of subsistence, inspection of ‘sup- 
plies, disposition of surplus stores, the work of the Navy 
clothing factorjes, ete. -The end of the fiscal year found 
the Supply, Accounting. and. Disbursing Departments in 
excellent, condition, each working to its full maximum 
of ‘efficiency. 





Shortage of Clerical Force. 

Admiral McGotvan states that an alarmingly scrious 
situation has résulted from‘ the redactfonis in Clerical and 
storehouse forces in’ the Disbursing; Accounting atid 
Supply Departments, hecessary in offer to keep ‘within 


the limits of appropriations for the fisca) year of 1921:

‘Sales of Ships, Airplanes and Suppues. 

During the‘ yeadf yessels of miscelfaneows types, “such as 
yachts, tugs, passenger boats, motor ‘boats and barges, 
and fourteen submerine chasers, were disposed of for @ 
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total of $5,370,705.35. Of this amount $189,135 repre- 
sents the Sum received for the subchasers. The sale of 
airplanes has proceeded slowly, a total of 103 new ma- 
chines being sold for $608,591.84 and fifty-two used ma- 
chines for the sum of $30,096, making the total proceeds 
for the sale of airplanes during the year $639,687.84. 

In certain instanees it has.been necessary: to accept 
losses on its sales for various reasons, such as unusual 
prices that prevailed during the war; but there have been 
numerous cases where sales have been made without diffi- 
culty at prices materially in excess of cost. Surplus cot- 
ton textiles, for example, were sold at fixed prices aggre- 
gating $3,060,000, resulting in a gain of from five to ten 
per cent. 

The assignment of a fleet to the Pacific coast has 


thrown a great burden on West coast yards, and it has 
been necessary to make a special study of the storage re- 
quirements in order that all demands of the Fleet might 


be taken care of promptly. On the east coast a number of 
storage projects have been completed or are under way. 

All space occupied by the Navy in Army port termi- 
nals las been vacated at an immense cost to the Navy. 
The policy of the War Department with respect to these 
terminals, which limits the use of space to thirty days, 
inakes them of little immediate value to the Navy, since, 
under these couditions, the terminals can be used solely 
for shipments in transit and not as storage and issuing 


points for regular Navy stock. With the completion of 
the mine depot at Yorktown, practically all of the mine 
material returned from overseas after the signing of the 


armistice has been concentrated at that depot. 
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REPORT, BUREAU OF ENGINEERING, U.S.N. 

Rear Admiral Robert 8S. Griffin, U.S.N., Chief of the 
Bureau of Engineering, in his annual report for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1920, in referring to the mainte- 
nance of the fleet, states that the engineering performance 
of ships of all types, judged by any standards heretofore 
acceptable, has not been satisfactory. Considered, how- 
ever, in the light of the difficulties presented by the per- 
sonnel situation he says, it has been better than was 
reasonably to be expected. “The loss of such a large pro- 
portion of the skilled artificer ratings as occurred during 
the past year,” says Admiral Griffin, “would have been 
almost damaging event under any _ circumstances. 
Coupled as it was with the influx of large numbers of 
raw recruits, and the constant addition of new vessels 
to the Navy list, it might have been questioned if even 
the possibility of progress had not been jeopardized. That 
this situation has been successfully grappled, with at 
least no retrograde movement, is most creditable to the 
zeal and determination of the Service as & whole.” 

Many material casualties have occurred on destroyers, 
such as stripping of turbines due to defective blading, 
and burning out of boilers due to inexperienced person- 
nel. Submarines have suffered from lack of experienced 
personnel in the same manner that other ships have 
suffered. Repairs have, however, been generally effected 
by the navy yards assisted by the tenders and ship per- 
sonnel. k , 

The title of the present Bureau of Engineering was 
changed from the old title of the “Bureau of Steam En- 
gineering’ by the Naval Appropriation act approved 
June 4, 1920, the change taking effect upon the approval 
of the act. 





Casualties and Ship Work. 

Casualties to material were numerous. More than 50 
cases have come to the bureau’s attention during the 
year in which the presumption of culpability upon the 
part of the responsible personnel was sufficient to cause 
special investigations to be ordered. That casualties to 
life were not similarly excessive can only be ascribed to 
the vigilance of the older and experienced personnel. 
With one exception, the performance of all building yards 
in the matter of expeditious construction of machinery 
was exceptionally good. 

In battleships Nos. 49 to 54, the installations repre- 
sent an increase to 60,000-horsepower, that is, about 
double the most powerful electric-drive installations pre- 
viously designed; and in the battie cruisers 180, 
horsepower is to be earried by four electrically driven 
shafts. This is by far the greatest horsepower per shaft, 
so far as this bureau is aware, that has been projected in 
any marine installation irrespective of the type of mo- 
tive power. The work in connection with these ships will 
command a large part of the bureau’s effort during the 
next two years. 

Personnel. 


The unsatisfactory situation with respect to enlisted 
personnel is mentioned, a condition common to all phases 
of naval activity, but it probably has a more serious 
effect upon the work of this bureau than upon others. 
The bureau is keenly sensible of the difficulties experi- 
enced by all those in administrative and executive posi- 
tions, and desires to emphasize its opinion that, in the 
broad view, most creditable results have been obtained. 

The problem in regard to personnel can not be re- 
garded as altogether one of the enlisted force. The ques- 
tion of the commissioned personnel is hardly less seri- 
ous. It is undisputed, says Admiral Griffin, that engi- 
neering skill must be a part of the line officer’s equip- 
ment, and our system is organized upon the theory that 
that condition exists. During twenty years under that 
system our service has made unexampled progress in en- 
gineering. Now, with the addition of Jarge numbers of 
new ships, it appears that the number of line officers 
competent to assume charge of the machinery plants of 
those vessels is far below the number of those available 
for other line duties of corresponding status. This 
means that sufficient engineering experience for all line 
officers, especially those in the lower grades, has not 
been enforced. The number of commissioned officers as- 
signed to engineering duty as compared to other line 
duties is far below the proportion of the respective en- 
listed personnel so assigned. Under present conditions 
the number of officers doing engineering duty afloat is 
from 10 to 20 per cent. of the total number of line offi- 
cers on the various ships, which means that, theoreti- 
cally, an officer may spend as much as from one-tenth to 
one-fifth of his sea service in engineering duty ; and, prac- 
tically, that a great many officers get no engineering duty 
whatever. Under a plan proposed, which would call for 
an average of from 30 to 40 per cent. of the sea service 
of all line officers of the lower grades to be spent in engi- 
neering duty, it is believed that most if not all of the 
difficulty in connection with engineering personnel would 
disappear. ; 

Steering by Radio. 

Among features worthy of mention in connection with

radio-controlled target vessel. At the date of this report 
information from the first trials is at hand which fully 
confirms the success of all plans. 

The destroyers that were delivered during the year 
met all the requirements of the contract and were put 
in service as personnel became available. ‘lhe three fleet 
submarines have successfully passed their trials, each 
reaching. a speed in excoss of the 20 knots specified. A 
few boats of the S type are undergoing their six months’ 
service tests preliminary to final acceptance. Shop tests 
and thorough investigation have been made of the engines 
of the five ex-German submarines that were allocated to 
jw: country, and information of value secured there- 
rom, 

Important improvements have been made to the radio 
installations on ships of the Navy as a yesult of the ad- 
vance in the radio art during the World War. Further 
improvements are contemplated after report of tests 
under way on the radio experimental ship Ohio. Great 
improvement has been made in the radio equipment of 
submarines, making possible greatly extended operations 
using these craft. Nineteen radio compass stations have 
been established on the Atlantic, Gulf and Pacific coasts 
in addition to the twenty-nine already existing. The im- 
portance of this new branch of the radio service is shown 
by the ‘fact that approximately 2,000 vessels per month 
receive their positions .through these stations. Naval 
aircraft. have been fitted with radio compasses and im- 
proved radio transmitters and receivers. 

The great Lafayette radio station projected as a war 
measure of major importance ,and erected at Croix 
d’Hins, France, was practically completed by the end of 
the fiscal year. 

The successful development of so-called “leader gear” 
is an accomplishment of far-reaching value to all mari- 
time.interests. This gear consists of a submarine cable 
laid along the bed of harbor channels; by means of tele- 
phonic signals emitted from the cable, pilots of ships are 
enabled to follow the channel accurately regardless of 
conditions of visibility or weather. In the Ambrose 
Channel, leading in to New York Harbor, a public 
demonstration of the operation of this gear was made 
during the week of Oct. 4-9, 1920. The simplicity and 
practicability of the device created a lively enthusiasm.

REPORT OF COMMANDANT, U.S. COAST GUARD. 

The annual report of Commodore William E. Rey- 
nolds, Commandant, U.S. Coast Guard, for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1920, and ‘dated Oct. 12, has been 
submitted to the Secretary of the Treasury. Reference 
is made to the participation of the Coast Guard in the 
World War as having been marked by commendable dis- 
tinction and credjt.. Its resources of personnel and 
equipment constituted a vaJuable addition to the fighting 
forces of the country. Reference is also made to the 
annual report of the Secretary of the Navy for 1919 in 
which he gave gratifying testimony to the excellent record 
made by the Coast Guard while operating with the Navy. 


The Coast Guard continued to carry on during the ac- 
tive operations of the war, so far as practicable, its usual 
peace-time duties in connection with the saving of life 
and property. Notwithstanding adverse conditions the 
work it accomplished during the year far exceeded in 
volume that of any previous year. he number of per- 
sons saved, or taken from situations of peril, during the 
year was 2,417, a record never before attained. The 
value of vessels, with their cargoes, assisted by the crews 
of cutters and stations was $65,479,705. The record in 
this respect for any preceding year never exceeded $20,- 
000,000. In the course of the year the various service 
units were called upon to render assistance upon 2,721 
oceasions. Of these cases 719 resulted in the saving of 
life, property, or both, Instances of.service, minor in 
character, but of moment to those benefited, numbered 
1,002. Such service included aid given to the sick and 
injured; fighting neighborhood fires; recovering lost 
property ; sheltering wayfarers overtaken by storms, ete. 
The total number of persons given succor by the Service 
Corps was 561. One notable instance of work accom- 
plished was the aid given the U.S. Army transport Pow- 
hatan in the latter part of January, 1919, when she be- 
came disabled 500 miles east of Boston, while on her 
way from Antwerp to New York with passengers and a 
crew numbering 500, The Coast Guard cutters Gresham, 
Acushnett and Ossipee, assisted by the U.S. destroyer 
Leary and other vessels, succeeded in taking her to the 
harbor of Halifax, N.S. She would probably have been 
lost had not this assistance reached her. 

Intensive Training Continued. 

At the close of the year there were under instruction 
at the Coast Guard Academy, at New London, Conn., 23 
line cadets, but no cadet engineers. During the year 14 
line cadets and 1 cadet engineer were appointed as a 
result of competitive examinations; 6 line cadets and 2 
cadet engineers resigned; 2 cadet engineers were gradu- 
ated. The system of intensive training for enlisted men, 
previously established at New London, has been con- 
tinued. Two of the river cutters, Kankakee and Yo- 
econo, authorized by law were completed and placed in 
commission. 

During the year final action was taken on 13 general 
courts-martial cases, 229 general Coast Guard cases, 60 
summary courts-martial cases, 225 minor Coast Guard 
cases and 115 deck court cases, totaling 672. 

The slow and very limited promotion confronting the 
commissioned personnel of the Coast Guard constitutes 
a harmful situation that militates against the best in- 
terests of the Service. The number of officers is small 
and promotion can, under existing law, be made only 
upon the occurrence of a vacancy in the next higher 
grade. This results in very slow advancement, and de- 
fers to an unreasonable extent the time when the younger 
officers can expect to attain command rank. Further- 
more, owing to the fact that the Coast Guard organiza- 
tion does not include those higher grades that are essen- 
tial to a well-rounded military organization, officers well 
advanced in life and of many years’ service, find them- 
selves holding a rank entirely inappropriate to their a 
and experience, and greatly below that attained by off- 
cers. of the same age, experience and ability in other 
military services. It is recommended that Congress adopt 
such legislation as will bring about a just and reasonable 
flow of promotion. 

Objects to Transfer to Navy. 

As to the repeated efforts looking to the transfer of 
the Coast Guard to the Navy the report says that simi- 
lar propositions brought forward from time to time for 
many years past “have failed, very properly, to elicit the 
support of various Secretaries of the Treasury or the 
sanction of Congress.” Under the law the Coast Guard 
operates as a part of the Navy in time of war. The 
peace-time duties of the Coast Guard have nothing in 
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common with navel funptions. The Coast Guerd in the 
execution of its normal duties deals with entirely differ- 
ent problems—problems having to do with the preserva- 
tion of life and property from the perils of the sea; the 
rescue and relief of the shipwrecked; assistance to ves- 
sels in distress; removal of derelicts and other dangers; 
rendering assistance in a multitude of ways to those 
whose business engages them in marine commerce along 
our shores. It assists in the administration of the cus- 
toms seryice; protects wrecked property; averts dis- 
aster to shipping by signals of warning from the shore, 
and performs hundreds of beneficent offices that make 
for the public good and benefit. “Surely,” Commodore 
Reynolds continues, “it can not be claimed that these 
duties have any relation to naval matters or. any place 
in naval jurisdicticn. It is believed that the fundamen- 
tal primary duties of the Coast Guard and its great hu- 
manitarian offices, universally recognized as of the high- 
est usefulness, importance, and distincton, would be im- 
paired seriously, if not actually subverted, by merging 
them permanently into the Naval Establishment. The 
constituted authorities of the Coast Guard stoutly and 
rightly maintain that the Service is needed by the Treas- 
ury Department and that it is not needed by the Navy 
Department in time of peace.” 

Sixty-seven awards of life-saving medals of honor were 
made by the Secretary of the Treasury during the fiscal 
year. The authorized commissioned personnel of the 
Coast Guard is 270. On June 30, 1920, there were 65 
vacancies in the commissioned personnel. ‘There were 
882 warrant officers in the Coast Guard of an authorized 
complement of 493. Twenty-five additional warrant offi- 
cers will be required for five new ships which are ex- 
pected to be completed during the calendar year of 1921. . 
The petty officers and other enlisted men numbered 
3,708 out of a total authorized complement of 5,474. 


Aviation in the Coast Guard. 

The application of aviation to the uses of the Coast 
Guard in the saving of life and property, locating float- 
ing derelicts, and rendering othgr kindred service can 
now be regarded as an assured proposition. A Coast 
Guard aviation station has been established at Morehead 
City, N.C., at practically no expense to the Service. The 
buildings and equipment were acquired from the Navy 
Department. The aircraft in use are the Navy H-S fiy- 
ing boats. It is carnestly recommended that Congress 
give its support to the development of this activity of 
the Coast Guard. A number of officers of the Coast 
Guard are already qualified pilots of aircraft. During 
the World War officers of the Coast Guard on aviation 
duty were assigned to command naval air stations at 
home and abroaé to duty as executive officers at naval 
air stations, as test pilot, as inspector of aeronautie en- 
gineering material, and as patrol and instructing pilots 
and technical specialsts. 

The customary annual patrol of the waters of the 
North Pacific Ocean, Bering Sea and Southeastern 
Alaska for the enforcement both of the convention pro- 
viding for the protection of fur seal and sea otter and 
the Jaws for the protection of the fisheries and fur- 
bearing animals of Alaska, The officers and men of the 
Service were of great assistance in battling with the 
epidemic of Spanish influenza which occurred among the 
natives of the Alaskan peninsula in the summer and fall 
of 1919. 
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BUREAU OF CONSTRUCTION AND REPAIR. 

In his annual report for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1920, Rear Admiral D. W. Taylor, U.S.N., Chief Con- 
structor of the Navy and Chief of the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair, points out that the shortage of 
trained naval constructors, which was alluded to in a 
report of 1919, has been increased, due to the number 
of such officers who have resigned or have been retired. 
The result. of these numerous resignations is that at 
present there are in the U.S. Navy 54 naval construc- 
tors of eight years’ experience, as compared with 55 
such officers on April 6, 1917. As soon as the war con- 
ditions permitted the training of additional naval con- 
struétors was resumed and is now progressing in a sat- 
isfactory manner. There will be further additions to the 
permanent Construction Corps by the commissioning of 
temporary and Reserve officers who my 4 under the 
provisions of the act of June 4, 1920. e situation 
will gradually be relieved as these officers gain experi- 
ence, provided resignations diminish in number. This 
ean hardly be expected under existing conditions. The 
Government service, prior to the war, had certain ad- 
vantages and attractions aside from pay which oper- 
ated to hold officers in the Construction Corps, although 
salaries of men in private life doing the same work 
have always been considerably greater as.a rule. 

Construction and Design of Ships. 

Under the head of construction and design Admiral 
Taylor gives complete data relating to ships under con- 
struction for the Navy or authorized and says that on 
June 30, 1920, all the vessels of the three-year building 
program were under construction either by contraet or 
at navy yards, with the exception of the following: 
Twelve destroyers, Nos. 348 to 359, inclusive; six fleet 
submarines, Nos. 166 to 171, inclusive, and Transport 
No. 2, Heywood. The contracts for the twelve destroy- 
ers have been held in abeyance in view of the number 
of that type already completed or under construction. 

The nine fleet submarines authorized have been de- 
signed after careful study of types built or building by 
foreign navies and of experience gained during the World 
War. They are designed to accompany the fieet, will 
have a large cruising radius and will be self-sustaining 
for long periods. Special effort has been made to pros 
vide the maximum of comfort for the crew and the ves- 
sels will represent a distinct advance in size and other 
characteristics. : 

Numerous preliminary studies have been made for 
scout cruisers of from 5,000 to 10,000 tons displacement, 
of various speeds, with and without protection. Fur- 
ther consideration has also been given to designs of 
flotilla leaders. Several preliminary studies of steam- 
driven fleet submarines of high surface speed have been 
made, as well as of fleet submarines of lower speed and 
greater radius of action. ‘ os 

In describing the conversion of the collier Jupiter 
into an aircraft carrier, Admiral Taylor says that a 
complete unobstructed deck will be fitted, suitable for 
airplanes to fly off and on, with an elevator for raising 
the planes from the main deck, where space is provided 
fer assembly and overhaul.

Be-Germen Vessels. 

Considerable space is in the report to the ex-

a our columns. In speaking of complete stand- 
ardization trials, surface and s , held by the 
U.S. Navy Department with the German submarines U- 
112 and UB-148 the rt says that the boats were 
found to be very sea y and to excellent pre- 
pelling machinery and periscopes. were, How>over, 
2 complicated and difficult to handle. On the 
w not superior to corresponding vessels of the U.S. 
Navy. This is a matter of interest in view of the ex- 
aggerated ideas of the German submarines prevalent 
during the war, when they were stil] a mystery. 

Of the German battleship Ostfriesland, the light 
cruiser Frankfort and the destroyers V-43, G-102 and 
§-132, allotted to the United States, which were exam- 
ined in detail at the navy yard, Norfolk, Va., the report 
says that fittings, appliances, auxiliary machinery, ete., 
differ materially from those of the U.S. Navy. Prelimi- 
nary reports indicate that the vessels were turned over 
in bad condition and so dismantled that little, if any, 
information of interest or value will result. An obvious 
characteristic of the German vessels above is the poor 
babitability avd lack of comfort for the crew. 


Liciag Conditions on U.S. Warships. 





In deseribing the fine living conditions on United 
States warships of late years, Admiril Taylor states 
that the tendency in recent designs of U.S. naval ves- 
sels has been to increas the average space allotted for 
the enlisted man. Much has been done to better the 
living conditions on board all classes of naval. vcasels. 
Much has been done also to contribute to the enjoyment 
and comfort of the enlisied force when not on duty. 
Means have been provided to give the best possible care 
and comfort to the sick or wounded; special attention 
has been given to the food question; the most modern 
and seientific methods of ventilation and heating of liv- 
ing spaces have been installed; modern sanitary arrange- 
ments, with plenty of water supply, have been provided 
for washing and bathing purposes, so that on our battle- 
ships, battle eruisers and other large vessels, and as far 
#s practivable ov all naval vessels, the enlisied man is 
given conveniences and comferts which compare favor- 
ably with the modern American home. Even the smaller 
vessels themselves have many of the minor comforts 
and conveniences, including individual berths and lock- 
ers, mess tables and benches, galley appliances, hand 
laundry machines, etc., and are supplied with artificial 
ventilation, including purification of air in submarines. 


Aircraft. 


Referring to aircraft the report states that four bat- 
tlesbips each in the Atlantic and Vacifie Fleets were 
equipped with turret platforms for launching airplanes. 
To provide airplanes approaching the desired types for 
use in time for winter fleet maneuvers arrangements 
were made to secure without cost, from the Army, a 
number of used airplanes of light types. ‘These were 
overhauled and issued to the Atlantic Fleet and later te 
the Pacific Fleet. Results from the use of this make- 
shift material were not good and as soon as the new 
types are available the used types will be withdrawn. 
‘Two examples of the latest type of airplane used by 
the British for launching from turret platforms have 
been perchased in England. 

To provide a large seaplane for fleet use the bureaus 
undertook the development of a design for a seaplane 
larger than any in existence, a 60,000-pound flying boat. 
The design embodies several new features, including 
metal wing structures and a unique power plant of nine 
Liberty engines in three groups. Toward the end of 
the fiscal year the General Board completed specifiea- 
tions defining military characteristics for. the several 
classes of heavier-than-air craft. Efforts sinee have 
been directed toward supplying aircraft to meet these 
characteristics. 

Work hes progressed steadily on fleet airship No. 1, 
a rigid airship of 1.940,000 enbie feet, similar to the 
German L-49 class. This work has ocenpied the greater 
portion of the bureau design staff. The development of 
details is being left to the naval aircraft faetory. 

The report speaks of the purehase of the great Brit- 
ish rigid airship R-38 for $2,000,000, the largest in the 
world, with 2,724,000 cubic feet capacity. An Italian 
semi-rigid © type airship was purchased. Considerable 
information was obtained from experimental -flights with 
this airship. Experimental kite balloons of a type used 
suecessfully in Italy were built in this country and sat- 
isfactorily demonstrated. A number of existing Caquot 
R. M and FP type kite balloons wery overhauled and 
used durimg the year. 

The naval aircraft faetory is the Navy's principal 
but not exelnsive source of aircraft supply. 

Seme of the mere important problems worked on dur- 
ing the year include experiments with regard to im- 
provements in catapults for launehinz airplanes from 
ships: research has been conducted with regard to a 
substitute for the expensive goldbeater’s skins now re- 
quirs! for gas cclls of rigid airships, and results are 
premising; research has been conducted to determine 
tke proper metheds of heat treating and. fabricating 
2:uminum alloys of the duralumin family. Other items 
are development of various types of fabries for airship 
uses: experiments on new types of wing ribs: new 
types of wing beams: new instruments ineiuding auto- 
matic controls; experiments with a flexible trailing edge 
wing: construction of expanding gore aerographieal re- 
search balloons. 
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REVISION OF MANUALS. 
To tun Eprror or THE ArMY AND Navy Journar: 

Now that revision of manuals and reduction of Army 
clerical werk is being undertaken, I would suggest that 
the present instructions relative to allotment, compen- 
sation and insurance which are published in Special 
tegulations and Circulars, be compiled in a Special 
Regulation to date. It would also clarify matters 
considerably if the War Risk Burean instead of fnr- 
nishmg to the Army direct, literature relative to insur- 
ance, ete., would have it distributed to the Army by the 
proper agency of the War Department, in order that 
there might be no discrepancy between the instructions 
of the burezu and instructions of the department rela- 
tive to the same subject.

W.D.. each Staff Corps Manual to embody regulations 
particularly applicable to employees of that corps. 
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OUR NAVY’S PART IN THE WAR, 
Admiral Nibleck's Address in London. 


Rear Admiral Albert P. Niblack, U.S.N., naval at- 
taché at the American Embassy in London, in his ad- 
dress at the dinner given in Londen on Armistice Day 
by the English-Speaking Union, noted in our issue of 
Dec. 4, spoke ef our Navy's part in the war, and par- 
tieularly of the Navy convoys. Admiral Niblack said, 


in part: 

“In the Mediterranean, where I commanded our naval 
forces in co-operation with those of the British, French 
and Italians, in conveying eargo ships, the collapse of 
the Austro-Hungarian naval forces on Oct. 31, 1918, 
gave us a warning of the slowing down of the machine. 
For the next ten days it was an open season for hunting 
the German submarines which were trying to escape 
through the neek of the bottle (the Straits of Gibraltar). 
This made an exciting climax to which the armistice put 
an abrupt end, but the days of peace and demobilization 
whieh toHowed were long and hard. 

The Navy Convoy System. 

“What was the first answer of the Allied navies to 
unrestricted sinking? The tentative answer was patrol- 
line the areas of submarine operations, but this was 
only a palliative. The real reply was the convoy system, 
supplemented by every known device, as well as many 
new ones, against the submarine, including even the 
laying of mine barrages. Each method accounted for at 
least one or more enemy submarines, but the outstand- 
ing fact, in my opinion, is-that the depth charge did 
more te demoralize the submarine attack than any other 
one factor. 7 

“J, personally, am proud of the way the Ameriean 
Navy met its share in this problem, for I commanded a 
squadron of cight battleships in our Fleet whose sole 
function, eu the outbreak of war, was to intensively 
train exgineers and firemen under a ‘forced draught’ 
system of keeping men going to the full capacity of 
their ability to reeeive training. All other ships in our 
Navy trained a few extra engineers force, but all inten- 
sively trained guns crews, electrical engineers, wireless 
operators, as well as additional officers and deck force 
to man yachts, auxiliaries and patrol vessels; to furnish 
gun crews for armed merchant vessels; to provide 
erews fer the interned German merchant ships and the 
merchant vessels, troop transports, acquired by purchase 
or charter; and finally to take over the entire American 
merchant marine built or building as organized into the 
Naval Overseas Transport Service which was going so 
strong when the war ended. 

“When we entered the war the personnel of the U.S. 
Navy consisted of 5,155 officers and 63,186 men. At the 
time of the armistiee it numbered 31,186 officers and 
506,996 men, being larger than the personnel which any 
navy has yet attained. By July 1, 1917, we were ready 
for the new form of sea warfare quite as thoroughly as 
were the Allied navies on that date, and had thirty de- 
stroyers operating as patrols from Queenstown as a 
base, and 8,000 officers and 158,600 men in active ser- 
vice in our Navy. This date marks practically the be- 
ginning of the cerroy system as distinct from the petrol 
system. . . . When the armistice was sign the 
N.O.T.S. numbered 347 ships in actual services, whieh 
were manned entirely by officers and men of the U.S. 
Navy, in addition to our regular nava) forces. 

“The general public has heard very little of the Navy 
manned American ships which transported 230,00U 
troops across the channel between England and France ; 
or of the fleet of over fifty ships manned by our Navy 
whieh carried coal from Cardiff to France at the rate of 
35,000 tons per week; or of the five complete naval gun 
trains of 14-inmches caliber operated on the Western 
front with the Allied armies, manned by American naval 
personnel; or of the 120 submarine chasers which oper- 
ated in the Irish Sea, English Channel and Adriatic; or 
of our twelve submarines which operated from the coast 
of Ireland and from the Azores; or of the thirty-four 
aviation bases established by our Navy in England, 
Ireland, France and Italy; or of our division of battle- 
ships whieh operated with the Grand Fleet; or of an- 
other division which was based on the coast of Ireland; 
or of the sixty or seventy destroyers which acted as 
danger zone es¢orts im European waters; or of the 
cargo transports which carried 6,000,000 tens of supplies 
to our forces in Europe; or of the ten mine planters and 
other vessels of our Navy whieh laid eighty per cent. of 
the northern mine barrage. from the Orkney Islands to 
Norway. 

“I now come to the very personal question of the 
cargo convoy system with which I was associated in the 
Mediterranean, and which the Allies were fore.d to 
adopt after July 1, 1917, for all but the fastest mer- 
ehant cargo vessels, which went ‘on their own.’ An ex- 
perimental convoy had been dispatched from Gibraltar 
for England on May 10, 1917, but it was not until July 
22, 1917, that the Admiralty issued orders that all but 
the fastest merchant vessels should be assembled and 
dispatched in convoys, escorted by regularly armed 
men-of-war. Unfortunately, all of the modern destreyers 
and practically all of the effective naval forces of the 
Allied navies had been absorbed in ‘danger zone’ escort 
work and in the protection of the Grand Fleet, so that, 
about July 1, there began a searching of the navies of 
the world for yachts, old gun boats, coast guard ships, 
antiquated cruisers, ete., the like of which had never 
before been assembled, and which were allotted te cen- 
voy work. ‘The U.S. Navy contributed a total of 1uU5 
cruisers, destroyers, armed yaehts, gun beats and coast 
guard vessels for this duty in European waters, which 
were distributed among three ports, Queenstown, Brest 
and Gibraltar; but Gibraltar became, by far, the largest 
cargo convey port in the world because the supplies 
for Southern France, Italy, Northern Africa, Salonica 
and the Near East had to be assembled and dispatehed 
from there. : 

During the time the convoy system was in effect there 
were forty-eight large convoys dispatehed between Eng- 
land and Egypt, which were escorted solely by British 
men-of-war without touching in_at Gibraltar; through 
convoys for the supply of India, Mesopotamia, Palestine, 
Egypt and the Near East. There were in the same pe- 
ried a total of 225 convoys, consisting of 4.269 cargo 
ships of 12,000,000 gross tons, which were dispatched 
between England and Gibraltar or Gibraltar and Eng- 
land, the ships of which, under my command, furnished 
the sele escort fer nearly ninety per cent. In other 
words, vessels under my command were entirely respon- 
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sible for the safety of 200 of the total 225 cargo convoys 
which to and from the Mediterranean and EXng- 
land. The forces based at Queenstown and Brest es- 
corted a total of 710 convoys, including a total of over 
7,000 ships, and, in addition, escorted single ships numi- 
bering more than 600. In the Mediterranean itself, 
which was entirely a ‘damger zone’ area and required 
that all convoys be escorted by at least five men-of-war, 
generally made up of British, French, American and 
Italian ships, the vessels under my command partici- 
pated in the escort of 5,120 ships out of 10,676, or 
about half of the total tonmage. As I had in the Medi- 
terranean a final total of forty-one ships, manned by_314 
officers and 4,460 men, it may be said that owr escort 
work was equally divided between the Atlantic and the 
Mediterranean, which naturally necessitated that we 
make Gibgaltar our headquarters, where we were warmly 
welcomed by the British naval forces under the com- 
mand of Vice Admiral Sir Heathcoat S. Grant, Royal 
Navy. Our forces, however, did also a great deal of es- 
corting of single ships, such as troopships, special ser- 
vice ships and cargo ships for the Army, because con- 
siderable proportion of the supplies for our Army went 
into Franee through the port of Marseilles. 

“I must apologize for setting out thes: facts so much 
at length, but I feel I owe it to the Navy which I repre- 
sent here in London to take advantage of a public occa- 
sion of this kind to say that we had only really just 
gotten under way when the war stopped.” 
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THE U.S.M.A. CLASS OF '20.

Sinée this is written in the Philippines, pcrhaps some 
light will have been thrown upon the subje by the 
time it comes to attention, but at present the ultimate 
relative rank of Regular Army and temporary officers 
seems to be causing some confusion. It seems to be the 
opinion of the majority that rank on the single list is to 
be determined by length of commissione: service. First 
let it be said that this writer is a member of the class 
of 1920, U7S.M.A., that is, the original class of ’20, 
which entered the academy in June, Lit which, 
through an unkind fate, lost its identity by carly grad- 
uatien and by the graduation of another class of 1920, 
so called, in June of this year. Ail of ihe men of this 
class are first Jieutenants, with commissioned service 





from Noy. 1, 1918, which would place th ctically 
at the bottom of the grade on the single list, since no 
oflicers except the class of 1921 entered the Serviee be- 
tween November, 1918, and July, 1920. The same is 
true of the-class of 1919, graduated in June, 1918. 
In other words, men who entered the Military Academy 
before there were any thoughts of war, filled with the 
desire and purpese of making the Army a career, are 
now to see some two or three thousand temporary offi- 
cers, who entered for the period of the emergency, step 
between them and promotion, simply because their 
commissioned service is longer by a few months, no ac- 
count being taken of time spent at the M.A. The argu- 
ment ig that had it net been for the war these graduates 
would only new be reporting from graduation leave as 
second lieutenants. True enough. But had it not been 
for the war, how many temporary officers would be in 
the Service to-day? Again, it is stated that offieers 
appointed from. the training camps are as well fitted to 
become Regular Army officers as the recent graduates of 
the M.A. Granted without argument, in some cases. 
here and there may be found temporary officers who, due 
to special aptitude or experienee, are so fitted. But it 
dogs not seem unreasonable to argue that a training of 
two and one-half years, capped by an intensive course 
of from three to twelve months at a Serviee school, is 
of greater and more lasting value than three months of 
training, however intensive. 

But aside from respective merits, consider the ques- 
tion from the standpoint of justice and fair play. Be- 
fore the spirit of military fervor swept over the coun- 
try with the comimg of war, almost every young man 
whe entered the Military Academy wes realizing an 
ambition. It was the first step toward a distant goal, 
the career as an officer of the Army. They entered, 
many after years of preparation, content in the knowl- 
edge that they were giving up more years, the best of 
their lives, to the rigorous sacrifices demanded; giving 
up, as well, oppertunities in civil life which offered in 





. the end more position and remuneration than the Army. 


Then war, and the opportunity for more fortunate 
individuals to take an active part in the very work for 
which these students were preparing. ‘The several train- 
ing camps with their promise of earlier commissions 
were not for them, for no resignations were accepted. 
Only a passive waiting for graduation and an opper- 
tunity to serve. That graduation came, and ten days 
later the armistice and a cessation of hostilities. And 
now while they mark time others who had no thought 
upon entering the Service of remaining permanently, 
forge ahead to the high places they have worked and 
hoped for. To the writer, as well as to many of his 
classmates, it means not alone a thwarted ambition but 
also almest of necessity a return to civi! life and the 
consequent pursuit of a new vocation.

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LOSS OF FILES IN PROMOTION. 


To tne Epiror ov THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

A provision of the Army Reorganization act seriously 
affects a group of two or three hundred officers of the 
Regular Army to the extent of causing them to lose two 
or three thousand files. According to the conscientieus 
opinion of practically every senior officer to whom the 
matter has been explained this discrimination is an ad- 
mitted injustice, but because it affects only junior offi- 
cers it apparently has never been seriously considered. 
According to the provisions of Sec. 24a, Subpar. d, third 
condition, this group of effieers will be jumped in’ rank 
by all officers who were commissioned out of the first 
training canyp. including about 1,200 who accepted pro- 
visional commissions in the Regular Army and who have 
always been jumier in rank to the officers who are now 
being demoted. The gain in files due to this irregularity 
by the officers benefitting thereby will be comparatively 
nothing, whereas the loss te the officers who are being 
jumped im rank thousands of files is equivalent te years 
of service. The status of these officers was fixed aecerd- 
ing to law when they came into the Regular Army, 
after classifying them aecording to the previous service, 

ifications, ete. Now it is proposed to take away 
these legal and just rights by a retroactive provision of 
the. new laW. Many of the officers being demoted held 
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the grade of major, and practically all_of them were 
captains during the war, whereas the officers who will 
now jump them in rank have, with few exceptions, held 
no higher grade than first lieutenant. The ages of the 
former officers are much greater in most cases than those 
of the officers who may now rank them. In a number of 
instances they are over thirty years old. 

There are numerous facts which can be cited to sub- 
stantiate the many complaints heard concerning this 
condition. If this were only an individual loss there 
would be no complaint and it would be considered 
merely hard luck covercd by that much used excuse, 
“that in such broad legislation some must be-.the losers.” 
Ths case, however, vitally affects a large group of ofti- 
cers and is perhaps the most glaringly irregular condi- 
tiow in th entire bill. It is a very broad disturliance of 
er sting corditions which have been in effect since these 
officcrs came into the Serviee, and which have always 
been satisfactory and just. It has been noted that there 
wil be objection to making adjustments in the Reor- 
ganization bill. Why, then, was this matter not consid- 
ered at the time the bill was drawn up? Or, if for some 
unknown reason it was overlooked or not seriously con- 
sidered at that time, why should a group of two or 
three hundred officers now be made to suffer such a 
ser’ous loss regardicss of the merits of their complaint? 
This matter is not brought up in a spirit of agitation 
but through an honest desire for fair play, which is the 
only substantial basis for any action, and is the inherent 


right of any man.

Suspension of Forcign Duty Pay. 

A rear admiral on foreign shore duty at one station 
was detached from that duty and assigned to another 
tour of foreign shore duty, the change in stations neces- 
sitating his travelirg across th: United States. The 
Secretary of the Navy requested a decision as to whether 
the oflicer “is entitled to pay for foreign shore duty dur- 
ing the. period that he was in the United States in the 
performance of travel.” The Comptroller states in re- 
ply: “Although the duty from which the rear .admiral 
was detached and the duty to which assigned were of 





the same nature or class (foreign shore duty), they 
were distinct duties, and from the time he was detached 
from duty at the first station until reporting for duty 
at the second station he was not attached to either of 
said duties, his status being that of an ollicer perfor 
ing travel. Hlowever, by reason of the fact that in per- 
forming the travel involved he returned to the United 
States, his pay status was affected by the statutes 


which continued his foreign shore duty pay until he 
rived in the United Stafes, and entitled him to such 
ditional pay under the new assignment frou date o 
sailing from the United States. For the rest of the 
travel period (the time he was in the United States) 
he is entitled to shore duty pay only.” 

No Credit for Nary Leave Accrued. 

A retired officer of the U.S. Navy is not entitled to 
credit during a period of recall to active duty for leave 
accrued but not taken at the date of his retirement. In 
the instant case the officer was ordered to active duty 
on the date of his retirement, wLich occurred in time 
of war. In the Norton case, previously decided by the 
Comptroller, the officer was retired in time of peace, 
but as it is represented that during the World War the 
Navy Department discouraged the taking of leave *ex- 
copt in ease of absolute necessity, “it is urged.” the 
Comptroller states, “that this obstacle to the officer’s 
exercise of choice in the matter of leave introduces a 
new and material element for consideration.” He adds 
that the ruling in the Norton case “rests upon the con- 
clusion that by force and effect of the applicable laws 
the right to leave accrued but not taken at retirement 
is lost. JI find in these laws nothing which makes it 
material whether the retirement occurred during war or 
peace.” 

Pay Under Navy Extended Enlistments. 

The Secretary of the Navy requested a decision from 
the Comptroller as to “whether enlisted men of the 
Navy who extend a two-year or a three-year enlistment 
for one, two, three or four years are entitled to addi- 
tional pay under G.O. No. 34 and to continuous-service 
pay from date the extension became effective.” After 
restating previous decisions affecting re-enlistments in 
the Navy the Comptroller states that “when the first 
short-term re-enlistment follows a two or three year en- 
listment the increase of pay does not accrue until an 
aggregate of four full years of service has been ren- 
dered.” Developing this, in connection with the Secre- 
tary’s question, the Comptroller states: “It follows, 
therefore, that the rights which may accrue upon exten- 
sion of a short-term period depend upon the duration 
of previous periods. If a man enlisted for two years 
and extended that enlistment, no increase would accrue 
under the extension unless made for three or four years, 
in which case the increase would begin upon the com- 
pletion of four full years of service, viz.: two under cn- 
listment and two under extension. If a man enlisted for 
two years, re-enlisted for two years and extended that 
enlistment, the increase of pay would commence with 
the extension. If a man enlisted for two years, re- 
enlisted for three years and extended that enlistment for 
three no increase would accrue during the extension, his 
pay for continuous service being the same during the 
extended period as accrued upon the beginning of the 
fifth year in the reenlistment periods. If, however, 
this extension had been for four years instead of for 
three a further increase would. accrue upon the com- 
meneement of the fourth year of extension. In other 
words, his total years of continuous service under short- 
term enlistments and extensions thereof should be di- 
vided by four and for each second and succeeding full 
four years of service the addition of pay for continuous 
service and under G.O. No. 34 should be credited.” 


RETIRED PAY, ENLISTED MEN, U.S.C.G. 
Decisicns on Retirements Before and After May 18, 1920 


The Secretary of the Treasury has asked what is the 
rate of pay of an enlisted man of the U.S. Coast Guard 
from and including May 18, 1920, who was retired prior 
to May 18, 1920, as a master-at-arms for disability inci- 
dent to the service during his eleventh year of continu- 
ous service, he having been given an honorable discharge 
at the expiration of each of ten one-year enlistment 

riods? He was retired at three-fourths of the Coast 

uard base rate of pay of $60 per month for a master- 
at-arms, plus three-fourths of $12 per month for over 
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ten years’ service, or a total of $54. His corresponding 
Navy rating was master-at-arms, first Under a 
Coast Guard G.O. a master-at-arms, with three years’ 
service or more in that grade, was permanently appoint- 
ed chief commissary steward as of May 18, 1920. The 
Comptroller gives the following statement, as under the 
above conditions, in answer: Pay as master-at-arms, 
first class, U.S. Navy, % of ($44 plus $2.99 cs.c., plus 
$8.80 G.O. No. 34) 1.85. Pay as chief commissary 
steward, U.S. Navy, % of ($77 plus $2.99 csc, plus 
$8.80 G.O. No. 34) $66.60. 

A second question asks the rate of pay of an enlisted 
man of the Coast Guard from and including May 18, 
1920, who was retired prior to May 18, 1920, as a ship’s 
writer, for disability incident to service, during his sec- 
ond one-year enlistment period. ‘This man was retired 
at three-fourths of the Coast Guard base rate of pay of 
$54 per month for a ship’s writer. Under Navy G.O. 
No. 329, Oct. 10, 1917, his corresponding Navy rating 
was yeoman, first class. Under Coast Guard G.O. No. 
43, May 18, 1920, a ship’s writer, with less than three 
years’ service in that grade, was rated a yeoman, first 
class, as of May 18, 1920.° The Comptroller gives the 
following statement in answer: Retired prior to May 
18, 1920, as ship’s writer, Coast Guard, % of $54... 
$40.50. As yeoman, first class, U.S. Navy, % of $44 
re a 3. The Comptroller quotes the saving clause 
of Sec. 14 of the act of May 18, 1920, and states: “This 
‘saving clause’ applies to men who are on the active list 
or on the retired list at the date of the approval of the 
act. An enlisted man of the active list rerated as pro- 
vided in Coast Guard G.O. No. 43 and subsequently re- 
tired in that -enlistment period has, however, for the 
purposes of retired pay passed beyond the protective 
benefits of the saving clause and is entitled to retired 
pay computed on his Navy rating only.” 

Another question asked referred to enlisted men re- 
tired on or after May 18, 1920. The specifie question 
was: What is the rate of pay of an enlisted man of the 
U.S. Coast Guard who, prior to May 18, 1920, held the 
rating of No. 1 surfman, who, on May 18, 1920, was Th 
accordance with Coast Guard G.O. No. 43, rated from 
No. 1 surfman to boatswain’s mate, first class, and who, 
subsequent to May 18, 1920, has been retired in the 
rating of boatswain’s mate, first class, he having had 
ten years’ continuous service made up of ten one-year 
enlistment periods, and having been retired while serv- 
ing in his eleventh one-year enlistment. Prior to May 
18, 1920, as a No. 1 surfman he was entitled to the 
Coast Guard base rate of pay of $70 per month, plus 
$14 per month for completion of ten years’ service, or a 
total monthly rate of pay of $84 per month. From and 
including May 18, 1920, as a boatswain’s mate, first 
class, on the active. list, he was entitled, under the act 
of May 18, 1920 to the base rate of pay of $84 per 
month, plus $8 per month re-enlistment pay, plus $2.72 

r month continuous service pay, plus ten per cent. of 
the Jast two months, or $1.07 per month, a total of 
$95.79 per month. Would he, on the retired list, be en- 
titled to three-fourths of $84 per month, his Coast 
Guard rate of pay as a No. 1 surfman; three-fourths of 
$95.79 per month, his Coast Guard ra‘e of pay as a 
boatswain’s mate, first class, under th» rates of pay 
authorized in the act of May 18, 1920, or three-fourths 
of the Navy rate of pay for a boatswain’s mate, first 
class, effective before the passage of the act of May 18, 
1920? The Comptroller’s answer to this reads: As 
boatswain’s mate, first class, U.S. Navy, three-quarters 
of ($44 plus $2.99 c.s.¢c., plus $8.80, G.O. No. 34, plus 
$8 war increase) $47.85,

OPINIONS OF THE J.A.G. OF THE ARMY. 
Opinions on Service of Medical Officers. 





Relative to the service of medical officers in training 
camps, the Judge Advocate General has ruled as to 
counting service of Reserve Corps officers while in at: 
tendance at training of students in their duties as medi- 
cal officers in computing service required for promotion. 
He holds that Sec. 10, National Defense act, as amended 
by act of June 4, 1920, provides that medical officers 
shall be credited with all active commissioned service, 
execpt service under Reserve commission while in at- 
tendance at a camp for training of candidates for com- 
mission. Therefore, unless such service is at a camp for 
training of candidates for commission, it may be counted. 
In regard to eligibility of a first lieutenant for promotion, 
it appeared that he was called into active service under 
a Medical Reserve Corps commission and later attended 
at an Army Medical School as a candidate for a commis- 
sion in the Regular Army, after which he had served 
as a Regular Army officer. Quoting Sec. 10, act of June 
4, 1920, as above, the J.A.G. holds that this first lieu- 
tenant may count all his active commissioned service, 
except that at the Army Medical School, for the pur 
poses of promotion. — 


Advancement on Army Retired List. 


In response to an inquiry from The Adjutant General 
as to the date from which Lieut. Col. Mathew E. Saville, 
Inf., should be advanced to the grade of colonel on the 
retired list, whether from the date he would have become 
entitled to promotion, July 1, 1920; from the date of his 
retirement upon his own application after more than 
thirty years’ service, July 2, 1920; or from the date he 
served on active duty on the retired list, Aug. 28, 1920; 
the J.A.G. has rendered an opinion. This states that 
having been retired as a lieutenant colonel his mentioned 
service did not entitle him to advancement on the retired 
list until he was detailed on active duty, and then only 
from the time he was so placed on active duty. It is 
therefore the opinion of the J.A.G. that Colonel Saville 
should be advanced to the grade of colonel on the re- 
tired list to date from Aug. 28, 1920. 


Status of Officer Who Never Served. 


An odd case was referred by the Secretary of War to 
the J.A.G. for an opinion, which revealed the fact that 
there is no record of the officer having received notice of 
his discharge. Therefore the J.A.G. was unabl: to give 
an opinion on the facts submitted. Second Lieut. Amos 
L. Piper, Signal Corps, was appointed with rank from 
Nov. 12, 1917. He accepted by oath Dee. 6, 1917, and 
was directed to report at Kelly Field, Texas, for assign- 
ment to duty Dec. 13, 1917.. According to records on file 
he never was discharged as an enlisted man and never 
performed duty as au officer, although he was discharged 
by War Department order of Aug. 19, 1919, as a second 
lieutenant, Signal Corps. The inquiry was as to his 
status from the date of his acceptance to date of dis- 
charge, Aug. 19, 1919, there being no record of his hay- 
ing received notice of his discharge as an officer. Lieu- 
tenant Piper was one of that class of officers whose ap- 

intments were authorized by Sec. 2, act of July 24, 
$917, which empowered the President to “increase tempo-

Concurrent Membership in National Guard. 


Have members of the R.O.T.C. the right to enlist in 
the National Guard? From a consideration of the pro- 
visions of law upon this subject it is clearly apparent 
that Congress did not at any time have in contempla- 
tion the question of concurrent membership in the Na- 
tional Guard and the R.O.T.C. It has nowhere ex- 
pressly permitted it. Neither has it expressly denied it. 
Enlistment in the Army is not made a condition prece- 
dent to membership in the R.O.T.C. The members of 
that corps remain in a civilian status. No question of 
incompatibility arises. Whether a member of the R.O. 
'’.C. shall be permitted to enlist in the National Guard 
is a question of policy only, provided he be otherwise 
qualified. It appears that there is no statutory provi- 
sion against members, Regular or Reserve (on active 
duty or not), of the U.S, Public Health Service bocom- 
ing members of the National Guard, and that the ques- 
tion is one of administrative policy only. ‘he work 
required of those on active duty as such members of the 
P.H.S. would probably seriously interfere with their 
training as guardsmen, required by Sce. 92 of the Na- 
tional Defense act, and comity would dictate ascertain- 
ment of the views of the Treasury Department in re- 
spect of the questions before answer thereto is made by 
the War Department. .

BUREAU OF INSULAR AFFAIRS REPORT. 

In his annual report as Chief of the Bureau of Insu- 
lar Affairs for the fiscal. year ending June 30, 1920, 
Major Gen. Frank McIntyre, U.S.A., summarizes condi- 
tions in the Philippine Islands, Porto Rico and Santo 
Domingo. He gives a most optimistic account of condi- 
tions in the Philippines under the organie act of Aug. 
29, 1916, based on a personal visit of inspection to the 
Philippines between Feb. 5 and March 25 of the present 
year, when he visited practically all of the provinces. 
General McIntyre writes of his tour: “While I had 
every reason to anticipate a kindly feeling of the peo- 
ple of the islands toward our Government and the War 
Department and the Bureau of Insular Affairs, through 
which our Government had dealt with the islands for 
many years, I was surprised at the depth of the feeling 
and at the cordiality of all the people, including persons 
of all classes in the islands. On Feb. 9 I was invited: to 
attend a joint session of the two houses of the legisla- 
ture and was informed that the legislature had ununi- 
mously passed a joint resolution thanking me for the 
work that I and the Bureau of Insular Affairs had doue 
for the islands. In thanking the legislature I took ocea- 
sion to state the obvious fact that this expression to ine 
was intended to show the appreciation of the legislature 
for what the American Government had done in the isl- 
ands and te show its kindly feelings to the American 

eople.” 

‘ ie to Porto Rico and Santo Domingo the report 
states: “There is great need for improvement of freig!it 
and passenger service between Porto Rico and the conti- 
nental United States and other countries. The plans 
for the deepening of the harbor of San Juan are one of 
the main factors in this needed improvement, and an 
important step in this plan was the securing in 1919 of 
a large dredge which reached San Juan in May, 1920. 
The collection of customs in Santo Domingo and the 
liquidation of the $20,000,000 bond issue of 1908 pro- 
gressed very satisfactorily during the past year. The an- 
nual inspection prescribed by the general regulations 
was made by Major (then Colonel) Campbell B. Hodg«s, 
U.S.A., of this bureau during December, 1919, and Ji:%- 
ary, 1920. Every maritime port of entry was visited, 
and two of the three entry ports along the Haitian 
border. In compliance with instructions from the State 
Department, the supervision of the general receiver of 
customs over the internal revenues was discontinued, gud 
these duties transferred to the military government, eficc- 
tive Oct. 31, 1919.” 

Of his staff General McIntyre says: “Major Campbell 
B. Hodges reported to the bureau for duty on July 14, 
1919, in compliance with War Department orders. For 
more than a year Col. Charles C. Walcutt, jr., U.S.A., 
assistant to the chief of the bureau, was the only officer 
present for duty with it, and much credit is due him 
for carrying the burden of this work alone.” In an ap- 
pendix are found statistical tables concerning the affairs 
of our insular possessions.

REPoRT ON INLAND AND COASTWISE WATERWAY SERVICE 

The annual report of Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, U. 
S.A., Chief of Inland and Coastwise Waterways Service, 
has been submitted to the Secretary of War. The re- 
port covers only the period from Jan. 1 to June 30, 
1920, the accomplishments of the Division of Inland 
Waterways, U.S. Railroad Administration, having been 
summarized in a report made by A. G. Tomlinson, di- 
rector of that division, in a report on Dee. 31, 1919, to 
the Director General of Railroads. The Division of In- 
land Waterways was incorporated. as a distinct func 
tion of the Army Transportation Service on March 1, 
1920, and has been so administered during the remain- 
der of the fiscal year. The report is largely statistical 
and contains many tabulations of operations and reve- 
nues. Particular attention is given to the operation of 
canals in the state of New York and to work on the 
lower Mississippi river, all from a commercial stand- 
oint. In his conclusions General Hines says: ‘The 
ivision (Inland Waterways) of the Transportation 
Service is being reorganized along the lines demon- 
strated as necessary during’ the last four months, to be 
known as the Inland and Coastwise Waterways Ser- 
vice. With such an organization carrying forward the 
work already completed and liaison with 
the several other Governmental bureaus interested in 
waterway and general transportation affairs, it is be- 
lieved that very important benefits to commerce gencr- 
ally may be obtained and the War Department thus en- 
abled to materially broaden its sphere of accomplish- 
ment to include in a quite sense the arts of peace 
as well as those of war.”

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Report or U.S. Councit or NATIONAL DEFENSE. 
Seeretary of War Baker, who is chairman of the 
United States Council of National Defense, has sent to 
the President the fourth annual report of the council 
and its Advisory Commission, and the various boards, 
sections and committees, under both the council and the 
commission, for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1920. 
The report, which was prepared under the direction of 
the late director of the council, Herbert N. Shenton, re- 
signed, is in three major divisions. The first outlines 
the changes in staff and organization and includes a 
record of finances during the year; the second is a reec- 
ord of the activities of the council, of the Interdepart- 
nental Defense Board and of the executive officers and 
staff of the council; and the third a statement of the 
accumulations of organized information in possession of 
the council, together with a statement of the means 
which have been developed for making available immedi- 
ately all the information known to the various Govern- 
ment agencies which might be immediately necessary in 
time cf national crisis. In the Defense Board the Secre- 
tary of War is represented by Major Gen. George W. 
Burr, U.S.A.,and_ the Secretary of the Navy by Rear Ad- 
miral William Strother Smith, U.S.N. The reeonstruc- 
tion and readjustment research of the council during the 
fi-st part of the year was of two sorts. Part consisted 
in preparation of memoranda and advices relative to 
the demobilization of industry or the restoration of in- 
dustry to a more nearly normal condition. The other 









‘part consisted in the collecting and filing of the records 


of the problems which this country faced at the end of 
the World War, and in particular those which were the 
result of such activities as had been advised and recom- 
mended by the’ council before or during the war. The 
preliminary commodity studies of the council have been 
not only an effort to obtain the information required, 
but are cven more important as an effort to ascertain 


ways and means by which the existing Government agen- 
cies can so compile their data as to make them available 
immediately in the event of war.. During the year there 
Was prepared an index to commodity information con- 
tained in the published documents and unpublished rec- 
ords of the various executive departments and indepen- 
dent establishments of the Federal Government. It is 
intended to prepare such an index for each of the impor- 
tant commodities, especially for such as would be con- 
sidered essentials in time of emergency. During the fis- 
cal’ year attention was given to the building up of a 
special library for the Council of National Defense. t 
consists of files of permanent war records of the Federal 
agencies; collections of state laws and regulations re- 
lating to war and reconstruction activities; reports, re- 
leases, pamphlets and other publications of the Federal 
Government, newspaper records of the war and recon- 
struction periods; historical volumes dealing with civil- 
ian and industrial mobilization and technical data of 
special value in the event of war.

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RECENT DEATHS. 
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A correspondent calls our attention to the fact that 
the remains of Col. Alexander Brydie Dyer, U.S.A.., 
who died at San Franciseo, Calif., July 9, 1920, wer 
buried in Arlington National Cemetery, Washington, D. 
C., on Dee. 13, 1920, beside his father, Major Gen. A. 
B. Dyer, U.S.A., formerly Chief of Ordnance. Our cor- 
respondent also adds: “Colone] Dyer was one of the 
most progressive of the officers of the so-called old Regu- 
lar Army prior to the Spanish War, his energies being 
particularly directed toward the improvement and evolu- 
tion of the Field Artillery. He was the author of sey- 
eral military publications of note, among them being 
‘Dyer’s Handbook of Light Artillery.’ He also com- 
piled a very thorough and interesting history of the old 
4th Artillery. As a Field Artillery officer Colone! Dyer 
easily ranked among the best of his time: as an officer 
and a soldier he was unsurpassed. But it is especially 
for his great qualities of mind and heart that he will be 
long remembered by those who knew him and particu- 
larly by those who enjoyed the rare -privilege of being 
counted among his friends. Colonel Dyer is survived by 
his widow, Mrs. Madeline Minturn Dyer; by a brother 
and by two sisters, Mrs. James L. Taylor and Mrs. Theo- 
dore H. Price, both of New York city.” <A notice of his 
death and his Army service appeared in our issue of 
July 17, 1920, page 1414. 

Major Alfred Morton, U.S.A., retired, aged cighty- 
seven years, died at San Francisco, Calif., Dee. 11, 1920. 
He was an officer of the 9th Infantry for thirty-two 
years. Surviving him are two sons, Major Edward C.

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NATIONAL COMMITTEE FOR AERONAUTICS. 


The sixth annual report of the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics, of which Charles D. Wal- 
cott, secretary of the Smithsonian Institution, Washing- 
ton, D.C., is chairman, and Major Gen. C. 'T’. Menoher, 
U.S.A., Rear Admiral D. W. Taylor, U.S.N., Major T. 
H. Bane, U.S.A., and Capt. T. T. Craven, U.S.N., are 
members, has been submitted to President Wilson. It is 
accompanied by a statement of its expenditures for the 
tiscal year ending June 30, 1920. The report is dated 
Nov. 20, 1920. It states that at the semi-annual meet- 
ing the committee had under consideration the question 
of the .developmert of rigid airships, which it considers 
essential for our national defense. ‘Tac Army and Navy 
had agreed that until standard types were developed in 
this country the work of development should rest with 
the Navy. Aircraft for military purposes will unques- 
tionably lead io development of commercial types, but it 
is felt that the Government must take the lead by first 
developing rigid airships fer military purposes. The 
committee at that time recommended that adequate pro- 
vision be made in the then pending Naval Appropriation 
bill for construction of rigid airships and suitable han- 
gars, and that a continuing building program be author- 
ized uver a period of years. It reiierates this recommen- 
dation, and expresses its belief that this experimental 
development is of vital importance to the effectiveness of 
the Army and Navy in time of war, particularly as 
combatant, arms. 

Following the committee’s recommendation that for 
the next three years classes of fifteen Army officers and 
fifteen Navy officers be detailed annually to take instrue- 
tion in advanced aeronantical engineering at the Massa- 
- of Technology, the War Department

detailed twenty-five oilicers for such instruction, but it is 
understood the Navy has not secured suci: anthority 
from Congress. ‘ive committee recommends that Con- 


gress give authority for the Navy officers. At present, 
the report observes, both Services are weak in respect to 
the number of officers sufficiently educated in aéronau- 
tical engineering, ard diligent prosecution of a continu- 
ing program of «ducation will be of great value. The 
sum of $215,000 is asked for to carry out research work 
in connection with a2rodynamies. The expenditures dur- 
ing the fiscal year were $174,296. 
Need of National Aviation Policy. 

On the subject of a national aviation policy the report 
says that in the two years since the armistice a good 
proportion of the aircraft material has become obsolete. 
A majority of the technical personnel and trained fliers 
have returned to civil life. The great aircraft industry 
has almost disappeared, and some of the landing fields 
have been surrendered. Those retained represent one of 
the most valuable physical assets salvaged from our air- 
craft expenditures. Our efforts in the development of a 
military air force and the organization of an aircraft in- 
dustry during the war were remarkable accomplishments 
in themselves, but the handicap of a negligible industry 
at the outbreak of the war and general lack of technical 
knowledge were too great to be satisfactorily overcome 
in a short time. It is now our clear duty to take to 
heart the lessons and mistakes of the war period and to 
shape a national aviation policy preductive of the great- 
est possible structural development consistent with pru- 
dent economy. In time of war aviation will probably be 
the first arm of offense and defense to come into action. 
For this there must be an established industry and a 
trained and active air service. Aerial supremacy at the 
outset of hostilities would be a tremendous military ad- 
vantage. In pure self-defense the Government must en- 
courage the development of commercial aviation. The 
alternative proposition is the creation and maintenance 
of a powerful standing military air service relatively 
self-reliant in time of war. We should maintain an ac- 
tive air service in time of peace, which should possess 
inherent strength and be something more than a mere 
nucleus for expansion in time of war. In the final 
analysis, however, we must depend upon civil aviation 
to furnish a military reserve ferce. 

The committee recommends to Congress- that legisla- 
tion be enacted providing for Federal regulation of com- 
mercial air navigation, licensing of pilots, aircraft, land- 
ing fields, ete.; that Congress authorize an American 
airplane competition in order to stimulate private en- 
deavor; that adequate appropriations be made for the 
military and naval air services in order to permit the 
continuous development of these arms; and that naval 
activities in aeronautics be carried on under a Naval Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics with a director of naval aviation. 
At the present time responsibility for the development of 
naval aviation is divided, which does not permit full co- 
operation with the Army Air Service or with other Gov- 
ernmental and civil agencies. It is also recommended 
that the air mail service of the Postoffice Department be 
further extended and developed and that Congress ap- 
prove the program of scientifie research in aeronautics 
recommended by the committee, 


Issue or Dupricate Victory MEDALS. 

Authority for the issue of duplicate Victory medals 
has been extended to the families and authorized repre- 
sentatives of deceased officers and enlisted men of the 
Army by the War Department. Duplicates may now 
be issued to enlisted men in the Service and sold at cost 
to officers, warrant officers and men out of the Service 
upon presentation to The Adjutant General of satisfac- 
tory evidence that the original was lost, destroyed or 
rendered unfit to be worn through no fault nor neglect 
upon the part of the person to whom awarded. No is- 
sues or sales are to be made, however, until the supply 
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of medals on hand is sufficient to furnish them without 
delaying the distribution of originals. 
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OUR PRESENT MILITARY POLICIES. 
Cot Stuart Believes Ideal Is Attained. 


In a recent communication to officers of the Regular 
Army, the National Guard and the Reserve Corps, Lieut. 
Col. G. W. Stuart, U.S.A., in charge of National Guard 
affairs, 3d Corps Area, states that “the thoughtful peo- 
ple of the United States now have the opportunity of 
realizing that one of the beneficial results of the World 
War has been an enlightenment which resulted in an 
ideal military policy for the United States. The des- 
tiny of the United States as a nation depends upon a 
good understanding of it, and a realization that it repre- 
sents the best possible plan for the accomplishment of 
our national ideals—our mission in the world. It has 
been prepared by a large committee of men who have 
made a special study of the subject—meh who, by per- 
sonal experience, have suffered in their own person and 
property, and have seen the United States suffer irre- 
parable damage and loss through our lack of military 
policy, and are therefore best qualified to produce a pub- 
lie document which will compare, in national importance 
and patriotic spirit, with the Declaration of Independ- 
ence.” Referring to Major Gen. Emory Upton, U.S.A., 
who died without secing the results of his study of our 
military policy published, Colonel Stuart says: “His 
disciples, however, have lived to reap many advantages 
from his work and to-day, in the National Defense act 
as amended by Congress on June 4, 1920, the United 
States is presented with an ideal military policy.” 

The division of the Army into its three components— 
the Regular Army, National Guard and Organized Re- 
serve—“is based upon good business principles with a 
view to economy in their separate or combined utiliza- 
tion,” says Colonel Stuart, who continues: “We must 
have some professional soldiers to respond to immediate 
necessities, not permitting of any delay, hence the small 
Regular Army, the twenty-four-hour a day soldiers .. . 
who in time of peace keep in touch with the develop- 
ment of weapons and the usages of warfare. In the 
event of a disturbance of such: great magnitude that 
more force is required than the entire Regular Army 
the National Guard stands ready on short notics to rein- 
foree the Regular Army. In a still greater disturbance 
the Organized Reserve will be ready to reinforce the 
Regular Army and National Guard. The National 
Guard is our great citizen Army, direct descendant of 
our early Colonial Army, cherishing its traditions and 
keeping alive that healthy military spirit which is essen- 
tial to our welfare as a nation, and which has proved 
its worth many times. Its survival, in spite of its past 
neglects by the nation, is due directly to the high qual- 
ity and self-sacrificiug patriotism with which its per- 
sonnel is imbued. 1... U.S. Army as now proposed may be 
considered as a great machine to be constructed. For the 
purpose of its construction and the equal distribution of 
the task among the several states, allotments of parts 
of this machine have been made to states in proportion 
to their respective ‘military man-power,’ that is, in pro- 
portion to their number of ‘able-bodied male citizens be- 
tween the ages of eighteen and forty-five years.’ This 
provision eliminates one of the most heart-breaking re- 
sults incident to our previous lack of any military pol- 
icy, whereby old-established organizations were broken 
up to form new ones, old regiments of Infantry were 
changed into Artillery or Engineers over night, and the 
long-established esprit of such organizations destroyed. 

“Under our present plan, the new organizations, from 
their very inception, are destined to form essential parts 
of the big machine—the Army of the United States. 
When called into the service of the United States they 
go out in their entirety and maintain their integrity ; 
when they have completed their duty they return to their 
home stations, bringing new glory and traditions to add 
to their previous records, begin again to rehabilitate 
their personnel and ‘in time of peace prepare for war.’”

PRECEDENCE ON ARMY TRANSPORTS. . 

Directing that Special Regulations No. 71, Par. 54, 
Army Transport Service, 1918, be rescinded, the War 
Department has directed that the following be substi- 
tuted: No. 4. (a) The quarters permanently assigned to 
the transport surgeon, master, quartermaster, agent, or 
other permanent officers of the transport, will not be for 











assignment. (b) Precedence in assignment of quarters . 


to persons authorized to travel on Army transports will 
be as follows: 1. Commissioned officers of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Public Health Ser- 
vice and Coast and Geodetic Survey in accordance with 
relative rank. Retired officers not traveling under orders 
will take precedence according to their relative rank 
after all other officers. High civilian officials of the 
United States Government, in accordance with prece- 
dence indicated in Par. 400, Army Regulations, in so far 
as applicable. Members of Congress, traveling individ- 
ually, in each case in accordance with instructions of the 
War Department for transportation from the United 
States and of the commanding general having jurisdic- 
tion for transportation to the United States. 2. Prece- 
dence within each of the classes indicated in the sub- 
paragraphs below will be in accordance with grade and 
rank, if such obtains, otherwise in accordance with the 
relative importance of the position held by the person 
concerned, to be determined by the commanding general, 
or by the general superintendent, Army Transport Ser- 
vice, at port of embarkation. First: Officers of the 
United States, Philippine, Hawaiian and Porto Rican 
governments, other than those indicated in Par. 1. 
Second: Employees of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard service, Public Health Service and Coast 
and Geodetic Survey. Third: Employees of the United 
States, Philippine, Hawaiian, Porto Rican governments; 
secretaries of members of Congress, and the secretaries 
of the Army and Navy Departments of the Y.M.C.A. 
3. Pay passengers authorized to travel to and from 
Guam, Panama Canal and elsewhere. (c) The accom- 
modations furnished, in accordance with the precedents 
established in Pays. 1 and 3, will include those for their 
families when the latter are authorized to accompany 
them. (d) Departure from the rules set forth in this 
paragraph will be made only by express authority from 
the War Department.

Correction OF SurcreOoN GENERAL’s ANNUAL Report.

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RECOMMENDED FOR MiLiTIA BurEAU CuHIEr. 

Governor Smith, of New York, has recommended Col. 
Franklin W. Ward, N.Y.N.G., for appointment as Chief 
of the Militia Bureau, War Department. Colonel Ward, 
who is chief of staff to Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, 
commanding the New York Guard, and who is at pres- 
ent serving in the Militia Bureau at Washington, has a 
fine record of service, and is well known as an excep- 
tionally efficient officer. He has served in the Infantry 
and Coast Artillery, and during the World War was 
with the 27th Division, U.S.A., on the battle line, for a 
part of the time in command of the 106th Infantry (old 
23d) in battle on the Hindenburg Line. The recom- 
mendation made for the appointment of Colonel Ward 
will end the speculation in the daily papers that Gen- 
eral O’Ryan would probably be nominated as successor 
to Brig. Gen. J. McI. Carter, U.S.A., as Chief of the 
Militia Bureau after Jan. 1 next. While General 
O’Ryan was the only National Guard officer in the 
World War to command a division in action and is an 
officer well fitted to be at the head of the Militia Bureau 
it was well known by those close to him that he has 
had no desire to be recommended for appointment as he 
prefers to remain at the head of the state military of 
New York. Another officer of excellent record is one 
who has been recommended by ‘the Governor of Penn- 
sylvania for appointment as Chief of the Militia 
Bureau, Brig. Gen. George C. Richards, of the 
Pennsylvania National Guard, who was in command of 
the 112th Infantry, 28th Division, U.S.A, in battle in 
France. He also served in the war with Spain. Under 
the law the President of the United States can appoint 
a Chief of the Militia Bureau only by selection from lists 
of present and former National Guard officers recom- 
mended by the Governors of the several states and terri- 
tories as suitable for such appointment, who hold com- 
missions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, who have had 
ten or more years commissioned service in the National 
Guard, at least five of which has been in the line, and 
who have attained at least the grade of major. The 
Chief of the Militia Bureau will have the rank, pay and 
allowances of major general of the Regular Army dur- 
ing his tenure of office. 
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Ark CO-OPERATION WITH COAST ARTILLERY. 

Working for two weeks with the Coast Artillery at 
Fort Crockett, Texas, the lst Day Bombardment Group, 
Army Air Service, co-operated in conducting fire with 
10-inch 50-caliber disappearing rifles at a range of 12,- 
000 yards with commendable success. The target was 
towed behind a tug and since the officers were not 
equipped with spotters it was greatly to their credit 
that they were in every case able to get the shots on the 
target without waste of ammunition. From ten to fif- 
teen rounds sub-caliber ammunition were fired before 
using the full service charge. Then followed five to 
seven rounds of full service trial fire and then salvos of 
three rounds for fire for improvement. The firing with 
the full service charge was especially accurate, and there 
was practically no correction necessary for deflection. 
There was not a single instance of radio failure. Dur- 
ing the shoot the firing personnel was as follows: Lieut. 
Col. William A. Covington, commanding Fort Crockett 
and Coast Artillery District; Major F. E. McCammon, 
executive officer; Major W. C. Washington, command- 
ing Ist Co., C.A.C.; Major H. FE. Ellis, commanding 2d 
Co., C.A.C. The Air Service officers were: Lieuts. Ar- 
thur Easterbrook, representing Air officer, 8th Corps 
Area; A. M. Guidera, flight commander; J. M. Wood- 
ward, supply officer; C. R. McIver, engineer officer; G. 
H. Burgess, communications officer; M. J. Plumb; officer 
in charge of flying; H. L. Speck. operations officer. The 
work was delayed on account of rain and fog, the actual 
firing being done in four days. Colonel Covington ex- 
pressed himself as greatly pleased with the work of the 
Air Service officers. In a recent Artillery practice at 
Fort Dade, Fla., 500 rounds were used and all correc- 
tions were reported to the batteries by wireless telephone 
from the air. All targets were land targets and all ex- 
cept one were invisible to the batteries, Capt. James 
L. Keane, C.A.C., a student officer at the pilot school at 
Carlstrom Field, Fla., made the corrections in all but a 
demonstration problem, in which Cadet Bear put the 
guns on the target with admirable precision. Lieut. R.

ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT NOTES. 
Test of 16-Inch Disappearing Rifle. 

A 16-inch disappearing rifle for coast defense was 
tested by the Ordnance Department at the arsenal, 
Watertown, Mass., on Dec. 13. The trials included 
retraction, traversing and tripping, and. were entirely 
successful. The gun will have its firing tests at the 
Aberdeen Proving Ground, and it is planned to make it 
a part of the primary coast defense. It is sixty-nine 
feet long, has an estimated range of twenty-two miles, 
and can be fired once a minute. The recoil from firing 


causes it to sink back on its carriage out of sight in po- 
sition for reloading. 


Demonstration of Novel Vehicles. 

Preparatory to their submission for official acceptance 
test, some experimental vehicles of novel type were dem- 
onstrated on Dec. 14 before a p of in offi-

As we tell on another page Secretary of the Navy Dan- 
iels made a strong protest against the plan of joining 
with Great Britain and Japan in any movement to stop 
naval building programs. On Dec. 15 Secretary of War 
Baker entered his objections to a reduction in the size 
of the Army in the form of a statement showing the 
comparative strength and cost of the armies of the 
great powers although, it was stated, he “deprecated te 
thought that the statistics were designed as an answer to 
contentions of Representative Anthony and others” that 
the Army should be reduced to 175,000 men. Since Mr. 
Baker’s object “was to convey knowledge gencrally of 
what other countries were doing now and had done, the 
year 1911 being selected for the former comparisons,” we 
can take this table as his answer to the proposal to re- 
duce the Army. Its figures are so striking that we can- 
not believe the people of the United States, after absorb- 
ing the knowledge thus conveyed to them by Mr. Baker, 
will consent to any reduction in either the strengih or 
the matériel of our Army. The table reads:

The effectiveness of these figures lies in the fact that 
they show simply and clearly that our Army in the past 
was markedly inferior to those of the other great powers 
both in actual numbers and in proportion to population 
and that its cost pep,capita of population was also 
greatly exceeded by tnatRost of the armics of six leading 
military powers of the world in 1911. Again in 1920 
our Army is of less strength than that of any one of the 
above powers except.Germany,.whose forces are. limited 
by the terms of the Treaty of Versailles.’ Surely reason 
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must have been dispensed with when Mtr. anthony voiced 
his idea of reducing the Army, for :easou tells-us_ that 
world conditions demand military <tliciency. being ,main- 
tained not alone by us, but. by a’: other nations. Until 
ilie situation in Russia becomes normal, from the view- 
point of world peace, we have a nation of. enormous po- 
tential strength lying betwe a Europe and Japan likely 
to foree cither neighbor isto a war of self-protection. 
And this is but one facto: of the many that threaten the 
future peace of the vjorld. Whatever the hopes of 
world agreement that sill ultimately do away with war, 
not even the most hopeful advocate of world alliances 
has yet beew ready co propose that his own nation give 
up altoget’wr the means of adequate national defense. 
And in light ef sust that situation it is an absolute neces- 
sity that tiss country be provided with a national de- 
fense, ‘2 land and sea, adequate to its population, the 
extent of its territory, and the importance of the place 
it must occupy in world affairs. Our Army should 
not be reduced by a single man, but rather it should be 
recruited to the full strength provided for in the Army 
teorganization act. Has Congress and have the people 
already forgotten the evormous Army we had to raise 
to t.&e our proper place in the World War? Can we 
ney? learn any lessons from a victorious war? Has 
the tragedy of our unpreparedness in 1917 been forgot- 
te. so soon? It is unbelievable. 

When Senator Borah introduced his resolution calling 
fur a reduction in our naval building plan his attention 
was called to the fact that the Japanese navy. was su- 
perior to our own in some respects and that this should 
be taken into consideration before any plan for reducing 
naval construction was agreed upon. Doubtless this. point 
was made in connection with the seven battle cruisers 
that Japan had in 1919. as against the U.S. Navy being 
without a single ship of that class. But this is charac- 
teristic of civilians who indulge in dreams of the reduc-

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ARMY OFFICERS BUILD OWN QUARTERS. 
Familics Provided With 450 Homes. 

\ little more than three months ago at Camp Dix, 
N.J., there were approximately 250 families of officers 
without quarters due to the concentration there of the 
Ist Division. Now, it is stated, adequate accommoda- 


tions are provided, and everybody 
fied. Not an extra dollar of money was appropriated, 
yet the first estimate for the repairs and buildings called 
for an appropriation of $750,000. Money, like houses, 
surplus material, already in pos- 
Department, was abundant. The 
The solution of such prob- 
the mission of the Utilities Seetion, Construc- 
tion Division, Office of the Quartermaster General, of 
which Lieut. Col. W. W. Whiteside is chief. A sawmill 
was erected at Camp Dix, and operated by the Engineers 
of the division. Several carloads of rough lumber were 
transferred from other places where it was not needed, 
various other raw material was furnished, already the 
property of the War Department, and surplus equipment 
was turned over. to. the officers and engineers. As a 
result, within a short time houses were erected, walks 
and pavements laid down, and in fact everything re- 
quired was completed to the satisfaction of all. The 
plans and specifications were their own, and the execu- 
tion of the work was carried out under the direction of 
the officers who occupy the houses and use the equipment 
installed, under the general direction of the Utilities See- 
tion, office of the Q.M.G. 

After Camp Dix was well under way, the same prob- 
Jem was attacked at Camp Jackson. There was the 
same lack of fac ilitieés to house approximately 200 fam- 
ilies of officers. Again estimates were made, and ‘it was 
decided by the authorities on the ground, that to place 
the camp in a habitable condition, an appropriation of a 
half million dollars would be required.

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CONCERN OVER NAVY ENGINEERING STATUS. 

When Rear Admiral R. 8S. Grifiin, Engineer-in-Chief 
of the U.S. Navy, and Chief of the Bureau of Engineer- 
ing, in his annual report states that the situation in re- 
lation to engineering duty of the commissioned person- 
nel is serious, it appears that he attacked a problem 
which is of very great concern to the Navy Department. 
Admiral Griffin’ says that “on. all ships it will be found 
that the number of commissioned officers assigned to 
engineering duty as compared te the number assigned to 
other line duties is far below the proportion of “the -re- 
spective enlisted personnel so assigned. One reason for 
this eondition, it appears to this bureau, is the princi- 
ple that officers doing duty in:the enginecr department of 
a ship shall not be assigned to battle stations outside 
that department.” In conclusion, Admiral Griffin states: 
“Under present conditions the number of officers doing 
engineering duty <float is from ten to twenty per cent. 
of the total number of line officers on the various ships, 
which means that, theoretically, an officer may spend as 
much as from-one-tenth to one-fifth-of his sea-service-in 
engineering duty; and, practically, that a great many 
officers get no engineering duty whatever.” In line with 
Admiral Griffin’s statements, it is known that Rear Ad- 
Ilenry A. Wiley, U.S.N., commanding Pacific 
2 and 4, has in a letter to the Navy De- 
called attention to the lack of engineers with 
ihe Pacific Fleet and urges that immediate steps be taken 
to overeome a situation fraught with peril. Evidently 
from the explanations Navy officers offer in relation to

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PRESERVATION OF U.S.N. RESERVE FORCE. 
Admiral Washington Urges Importance of the Reserve. 

An important note of warning is sounded to Congress 
by Rear Admiral Thomas Washington, U.S.N., Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, in his annual report for 1920, 
bearing onthe problem of efficiently manning the U.S. 
Navy in the future. . To effect this Admiral Washington 
points out the: absolute necessity of retaining the. ser- 
vices of the officers and men of the Naval Resérve Force 
who proved so valuable an asset to the Regular Navy 
during the World War, and whose help will be needed 
in the future.. It is hoped that Congress will heed the 
suggestions of Admiral. Washington. by appropriating 
sufficient-funds to make it possible to preserve this valu- 
able force. 

The Naval Reserve Force on June 30, 1920, emiatel 
of some 28,000 officers and 235,000 men, and of these 

“about’ 8,500 officers and 100,000 men,” Admiral Wash- 
ington states, “are fully. qualified for the duties of their 
respective ranks and ratings with the combatant forces 
of the Navy. ‘The services of these officers and men 
must be retained for the future use of the Navy and 
they should be given every encouragement to take an 
active interest in’ the naval service not only to maintain 
their own present standard of efficiency, but to assist in 
training new members in the many duties required. It 
is a matter of experience that unless means are provided 
by which the members of the Naval Reserve Force can 
be brought together, and kept to a large extent in eon- 
stant touch with naval questions, their value as a _re- 
serve for the-Navy will soon be lost. 

“The mission of the Neval Reserve Force Division is 
to build up a well trained and efficient reserve for the 
Navy, a real fighting reserve capable of performing every 
combatant duty for which they may be called, and of 
such a size that the commissioning of additional officers 
or enrolment of new.men- after the declaration of war 
will be reduced to a minimum. The conditions existing 
at present are most favorable and.an excellent reserve 
ean be built. up if the necessary .funds are provided. 

“We have at -the.present-time in the. Reserve Force a

of war. This represents an asset that could not possibly * 
be obtained by any amount of training in time of peace. 
Hence it is incumbent upon the Government’ to save these 
officers and men for the future needs of the nation.” ~ 
For the development and proper maintenance of the 
Regerve Force the urgent need of additional funds. is 
pointed out. There should be available for administer- 
ing, recruiting, and organizing the Naval Reserve Force, : 
a sum of at least $500,000-each year. The appropria- 


tion allowed for mileage should be materially increased, 
Due to lack of funds progress has been greatly retarded. 


In addition an increase in appropriations under other 
departments of the Navy will be necessary in the near 
future in order that equipment and supplies for a proper 
training may be provided. The expenditure of money 
from year to year for mantaining the Reserve Admiral 
Washington states will appear perhaps large, “but when 
it is considered that the maintenance of this force in an 
efficient state will not only save the Government a large 
share of the amount that would be expended for the pur- 
pose if war should again find us unprepared, but will 
practically insure victory on the sea following a declara- 
tion of war, an insurance is gained at comparatively 
small cost, and as such is a measure of economy.” 

Previous to the World War, it was generally assumed 
that if war should be declared the necessary officers and 
men te man the ships of the Navy could be easily fur- > 
nished by the merchant service. The war fully demon- 
strated the fallacy of this assumption, Admiral Wash- 
ington points but, as the Navy had to train officers for 
the merchant marine, as well as for its own ships. He 
gocs on to say: “In any future war the Navy will require 
every available seagoing ship of the merchant marine as 
an auxiliary and the Navy can not then use its own per- 
sonnel to man the merchant marine. Furthermore, each 
ship of the merchant marine will to a certain extent be 
a fighting unit and necessarily capable of defending 
itself. Therefore, this personnel of the merchant marine 
should receive naval training. The Reserve for the com- 
batant Navy must be one qualified in all respects to 
perform the duties in the respective ranks and ratings 
at sea. It has been the bureau’s desire from the begin- 
ning that the Naval Reserve Force shall be a distinctly 
seagoing Reserve, and one that is qualified by training 
and experience to perform duties at sea, in order that 
it may be immediately available for duty with the com- 
batant fleet in time of war. 

At the end of the fisca] year the number in the Naval 
teserve Force was 241,564, and this number is being 
gradually reduced as a result of discharges.

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Army’s Recrurrinc RecorpD BROKEN. 

Peace-time recruiting records were broken in Noyems 
ber, when 24,308 men were accepted for enlistment in the 
Regular Army. This is the greatest number ever ob- 
tained in the history of recruiting, aceording te figures 
made public by Major Gen. P. C. Harris, The Adjutant 
General. For the last ten days of the month, which con- 
tained only seven working days, 8,374 men were ac: 
cepted, or more than 1,000 a day. Officers can hardly 
explain such a tremendous flood of recruits except on 
the theory that the news of the Army’s program for edu- 
cation and industrial training has begun to reach the 
young men of the country. This is borne out by the fact 
that almost forty per cent. are now re-cnlistments, as 
against only fifteen per cent. in bygone years. In this 
great increase of recruits the 2d Division, now at Camp 
Travis, San Antonio, Texas, reached its aim of 6,000 re- 
eruits within ten days after its campaign opened.

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PLAN TO REDUCE NAVAL CONSTRUCTION. 
Britain, Japan dnd United States to Stop for Five Years. 

Based qn a dispatch: tothe: London Morning Pest from 
its Wasbington correspondent a movement was begiin by 
Senater Borah im Congress on Deg. 14 to haye_ the 
United States. enter into an agreement, with. Great 
Britain.and Japan to reduce the naval building programs 
of the three countries, a movement thdt was stoutly op- 
posed by Secretary of the Navy Daniels. The dispatch 
to the. Morning Post, which was: reproduced in a copy- 
righted dispatch from London ‘to the Philadelphia Pub 
lic Ledger of Dee. 12, stated that “President-elect Hard- 
ing will be urged to take the initiative in an effort to 
arrest the ruinous competition in naval armaments 
among the United States, Great Britain and Japan” and 
that “pressure is to be brought upon. him te submit a 
proposal that the world’s three most formidable . sea 
powers shall jointly proclaim a ‘naval holiday’. of five

Resuming, Seeretary Daniels stated. that in the ab- 
gence of recommendations for a new three-year_program, 
he submitted a statement from the General rd on 
the minimum of new ships the Navy should be anthor- 
ized to build to round out the fleets. This minimum in- 
eluded one airplane carrier, five mining submarines, five 
cruisers of about 10 tons each, two submarine cruis- 
ers of wide radius, four gunboats for Chinese waters, as 
the gunboats now there were old-and obsolescent.. On the 
question of building up the Navy, the‘ Secretary re- 

uested that the committee go into executive session at 
the close of the bearings, and. this was agreed to. 

Referring to his annual report, he asked that the por- 
tion on building be inctuded in the record, also an ex- 
tract of a speech by President-elect Hatding made at 
Norfolk, in‘ whieh he expressed his approval of naval 
expansion. Secretary Danicls continued: “I am in 
hearty accord with the sentiments in he and I 
rejoiced to see them in pftint, for ‘it that Mr. 
Harding has given approval of the policies which the 
Secretary of the Navy has followed. The, recommenda- 
tions made in my report came after long consideration 
and are based not only on more than seven years’ ex- 
perience with the Navy, but on a study of naval condi- 
tions abroad when I was in Europe’ and from econfer- 
ences with naval authorities in England, France and 
Italy, and on world conditions. Our country cannot 
afford to take a holiday in the construction of eapital 
ships and im aireraft, for we’ nitist go forward in this 
day of chaos and world differences. I accord to this 
committee the honor of taking the lead in making to the 
world a proposition for disarmament when it adopted the 
threc-year program of 1916, for therein it made a world- 
wide appeal for a basis on which the nations could make 
an end of naval competition. The «aet said this pro- 
gram would not be built were there assurances of Jike 
action on the part of other nations. It was your earncst 
of American good faith in this matter of competitive 
armaments, but the war prevented its acceptance. 

“One thing is sure, competition would end only if the 
United States were in alliance with all other nations. 
But it would be a serious blunder for this nation to 
enter into alliance with one or two nations to quit build- 
ing capital ships. We must go on in America. Hav- 
ing the longest coast lines in the world, the nearness of 
Alaska to Siberia, the maintenance of the inland water- 
ways there, having Hawaii as our outpost in the Pacifie, 
our possessions in Guam, Samoa and the Phililppines— 
America must protect what it has. It would be criminal 
to cease building what ships we have projected. We 
shoukl have thy strongest Navy in the world, and it 
would be a mistake to do other than to maintain its 
strength; and it is with regret that I make this recom- 
mendation, for I proclaim myself a pacifist. Until a 
world-encompassing league is established, and by years 
of administration its power has come to surety, it would 
be folly to cease building up our Navy until it is the 
strongest in the world.. I place in the record the Gen- 
eral Board’s report. It does not recommend a three- 
year program because of the financial situation, the doubt 
as to world alignments, and because the 1916 ships are 
still building. But we ought to authorize the small 
craft to round out the fleet.”

Seeretary of War Baker appeared: before the House 
Committee on Military Affairs on Dec, 10,,a8 noted in 
our last issue, and in answering the committee’s ques: 
tion as to the reason ‘for recruiting the Army beyond 
200,000 when appropriations provided for 175,000 men, 
maintained .that the, Army, feorganization act of June 
4, 1920, left..to the Secretary of War no. discretion but 
to obey the exact, unequivotal and inelastic mandate in 
that law: He thrust aside’ as irrelevant any comparison 
with the previous Army organizatior laws on the ground 
that the legislative situation at this time was wholly at 
variance with prior legislation, and he laid emphasis on 
his stand that a mandatory from, Congress to the Secre- 
tary of War defined his duty.

The matter of success of one-year enlistments was 
up, and Mr. Baker stated that he considered it 
an “unmitigated failure.” However, he afterwards quali- 
fied the adjective “unmitigated” and said he considered 
it; a “mitigated” failure. He stated that the one-year 
men. were termed the “babies” of the Army by the three- 
year men, and that they were decidedly unpopular. When 
it. was suggested that possibily the lack of popularity of 
the one-year men was the cause of the failure, Mr. Baker 
said it was not; that it took time to train a man in fhe 
Army, and that the impression the one-year men re- 
eeived from their limited experience was detrimepbtal to 
obtaining recruits for three years. ‘They could not .con- 
sistently be sent to the Philippines or elsewhere at a

iMPROVEMENT IN NAVY ENLISTMENTS. 

:. statement made public recently by the Bureau of 
Navigation, Navy Department, and which has been sent 
to all ships and stations, says that the foreign cruises 
scheduled for the fleets in June, 1921, make it necessary 
that the Navy’s complement of 143,000 mien be filled by 
March 1 next. During October, 1920, there have been 
1,025 honorable discharges and 1,541 re-enlistments, 
which indicates that a proportion of the very large num- 
ber of discharges in July and August are-now coming 
back. From Jan. 1 to Nov. 1, 1920, re-enlistments aver- 
aged 62 per cent. of honorable discharges. On Jan. 1 
last. the Regular Navy had 102,928 enlisted men and 
on Oct. 31, 1920, it had 115,063, which shows a net gain 
of 12,135 during the period. ; 

The recruiting service has demonstrated its ability to 
average over 2,500 enlistments, re-enlistments, and 
transfers per week from Nov. 1, 1920, to March 1, 1921, 
and has proven that we have in hand the solution of 
first enlistments. Many trained men are needed to bal- 
ance the great body of recruits which will be enlisted 
before March 1, 1921. and this problem of re-enlistments 
is as yet unsolved. Here is where the help of the active 
service is needed, the statement adds. e-enlistments 
are essentially the problem of the active service because 
the number of re-enlistments depends upon the sentiment 
there. While the bureau appreciates that the present 
lack of sufficient personnel ta properly man our units hag 
complicated the active service’s solution of its problem, 
yet it must largely depend upon it for trained personnel, 

Orders have been issued reducing the period of re

eruit training to three months until such time as the 
pressing needs of the seagoing Navy have been met and 
about 7,000 seamen, second class, and firemen, third 
class, will be sent to the active service between Nov. 1, 
1920, and Jan. 1, 1921, During Nov. 1 to Jan. 1, 1921, 
it is estimated that there will be over 5,000 re-enlist- 
ments, transfers and extensions of ex-Service men. (Bulk 
of heavy discharges in July and August will finish four 
month leeway, ete. 

_ There are over 50,000 of trained petty officers out in 
civilian life and it is believed the return of a sufficient 
number of them to meet all the needs of the Navy is 
only awaiting a word of hope, confidence, and assurance 
that “everything is all right in the Navy” from their ex- 
shipmates who are now in the Service. This sentiment 
is the determining factor which will sway the resolution 
of these trained men and the control of this factor liés 
with the active service. Careful estimate indicates that 
over 5,000 ex-Service men will return io the Navy be- 
fore Jan. 1, 1921. The statement urges those in the 
Service to send out to the country and to your mates 
in civilian life the confident assurance that the Navy is 
over her after-the-war slump; that men are enlisting 
rapidly ; that everything is all right again in the Navy.”

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LIMITING ARMAMENTS. 
General Bliss Suggests International Plan. 

A form of international agreement on the limitation 
of armaments was suggested by Major Gen. Tasker H. 
Bliss, U.S.A., in the course of an address before the 
Public Ledger forum in Vhiladelphia on. Dee. 10. His 
address was one of ‘a series on the general subject of 
“What Happened at- the Peace Conference,” and Gen- 
eral Bliss devoted his remarks chiefly to the World War, 
its conduct, some of its results from the military, eco- 
nomic and racial aspects, the prospect of future and 
more terrible wars, concluding with his suggestions for 
an international agreement to bring about a limitation 
of armaments. Unlike most writers or speakers on dis- 
armament, General Bliss did not indulge in generalities. 
Ile presented a specific plan based on war experiences, 
the weaknesses of human nature, national instincts for 
preservation, and trade rivalries. He pointed out that 
all our conceptions of war had been overthrown in this 
last one. ‘hat its loss and destruction surpassed any- 
thing ever conceived by men. The argument that no such 
war could ever take place was proven to be wholly and 
completely wrung, he declared, and he expressed his be- 
lief that another war would outdo the World War in its 
extent and horror, citing the deliberate cultivation of 
the use of toxic gases by armies of all nations to-day as 
one proof of this. 

Leading up to his point of the need for limiting arma- 
ments, General Bliss: said: “The time has long gone by 
when any sane man can say that there is good in inter- 
national war which equals or exceeds its evils. ‘The 
evils are far in excess and are accumulating. Ail admit 
the imperative necessity of finding a remedy, but it has 
not been found. National and international socicties 
and conferences pass resolutions expressing alarm at 
the overgrown militarism of the age. They ask govern- 
ments to limit their annual budgets for military pur- 
poses. ‘They ask for what they call military and naval 
holidays during which,. for a term of years, the already 
overarmed world shal] cease making arms until it has 
gained a little more strength and earned a little more 
money to continue the process. But every proposition 
made has been too vague to force the attention of prac- 
tical statesmen, or so arbitrary or drastic, so far be- 
yond the possibilities of the moment, that they have re- 
jected it.” 

This question of armaments, of nations being com- 
pelled to live in a status of literally an armed truce, 
with their enormous burdens of debt and economie waste- 
fulness, is the one above all others calling for ‘solution 
by the ‘world to-day General Bliss said, adding: “Let 
us make some basic assumptions and see how far they 
are compatible with any solution at all. First, it is as 
impossible to have equality in the limited armaments as 
it is to have equality in the present excessive armaments. 
And it would seem that nations which have had to en- 
dure the one inequality ought to endure very patiently 
the other. Second, no government can be expected to 
willingly face the possibility of its own destruction. 
Therefore, it must have the force necessary to maintain 
itself against the forces of disorder and disruption. 
Third, as a preliminary to much progress there must be 
a radical change in the Russian situation. 

“The second of these assumptions is self-evident. And 
the first, I think, we must grant. These are certain ex- 
tra-territorial enterprises the failure of which would be 
an unmixed evil. Such a one is, I think, English con- 
trol in India; so, in varying degrees, as to other colonial 





enterprises of that and other nation: Any talk of dis- 
armament that involves a change in those relations is 
futile. but we sheuld be relieved from the menace of 


huge armies of uncivilized nations trained for war be- 
tween civilized nations. This is admitted by these na- 
tions themselves, and none will be more ready than they 
to proh bit it if they are guaranteed against the race of 
armaments,” ” 

Coming to his direct plan, General Bliss said: “We 
are saying to the world, ‘We do not wish to join in any 
formal association with you because we fear it will not 
make for our peace, but war.’ They are saying to us, 
‘We want you because without you there can be no con- 
tinued peace.’ Why should not the United States say to 
the nations, ‘We will take you at your word and will 
test it to decide its worth. Will you, the nations that 
accepted the preamble to the military peace terms with 
Germany, sign this further document with us? 

“‘*We will agree with you that each nation that so de- 
sires shall keep and build whatever frontier and coast 
fortifications it wishes. Fortifications cannot stride 
across the earth, devastating fields and destroying cities. 
We will agree with you that. each nation may maintain 
its navy. No navy without an army can conquer and 
hold foreign territory. 

“*We will agree with you on a date when we shall 
simultaneously abolish any military system which is 
solely necessary for international war. We will agree 
with you on a date, as remote as the existing conditions 
make absolutely necessary, when we shall begin the 
gradual reduction of our armed forces until they are at 
the limit necessary for the maintenance of interna! or- 
der. In coming to an agreement about this we will ae- 
cept any reasonably just principle of proportion, pro- 
vided it results in a reasonable and material reduction, 
but admitting in advance that reduced armaments can 
no more be equalized. than excessive ones. We will 
trust to the ultimate good sense of the common. peoples 


of the nations, who suffer most from exeessive arma- . 


ments, to see to it that when the movement has once be- 
gun it is pushed as rapidly as may be to its proper 
limit. We will agree with you on the amounts 
of material to be kept on hand for tkh® forces, 
And we will further agree with you to cease the manu- 
facture of material until the amounts now on hand are 
reduced to what we agree upon as necessary for the re- 
duced forces,’ ” 

That these proposals do not guarantee against war, 
General Bliss said, was manifest, nor did he know any- 
thing now that would. But, he declared, “they will ulti- 
mately minimize the chances of the occurrence of an: 
other war, such as the last one.”

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NOTES OF THE AIR SERVICES. 
Navy Balloon Missing in Flight to Canada. 


‘Three officers of the Navy Air Force, Lieuts. Walter 
Hinton, Stephen A. Farrell and Louis A. Kloor, on duty 
at the air station at Rockaway Beach, Long Island, N. 
Y., left there on Dee. 13 in Navy balloon A-5598 on an 
experimental flight, with Canada as the objective. ‘The 
ship was reported at Wells, Hamilton county, N.Y., as 
having pissed over that town, flying low, about cight 
o’clock in the evening of the day of the start. She was 
then headed north, sailing in the general direction of 
Blue Mountain Lake or Racquet Lake, in the Adirondack 
mountains. That night and the following day a gale, 
accompanied by a heavy snowfall, swept over that part 
of the country, but mild weather followed. The ship 
took three homing pigeons. One of them reported at the © 
Rockaway Beach station two hours after the flight 
started. Nothing further bad been heard of the ship or 
its occupants up to Dee. 17. The naval radio service 
on Dec 16 sent out QST messages directing all stations, 
recruiting parties and others to keep a close lookout 
for the missing ship. The balloon was not provided with 
radio apparatus. The ship’s crew was oxly slightly 
supplied with rations, including liquids in thermos 
bottles, but wore heavy fur-lined flying ciothing. J.ieu- 
tenant Hinton was one of the pilots of the Navy - 
NC4 which made the historic transocean fight to Eng- 
land by way of Newfoundland, the Azores and Portugal 
in May, 1919. . 


Aviation Pigeons, U.S.N. 

During the past week a total of thirty-two peers at 
Pensacola, Fla., were used by the airplanes of the yari- 
ous departments in delivering important messages <A 
distance of 700 miles was covered by the birds in this 
work and their average speed was thirty-two miles an 
hour. These pigeons are always carried aboard when the 
aircraft are on duty that takes them away from the 
station, and whenever it is desired to send an important 
message back to the station, the birds are liberated with 
the written sheet attached to their legs. 


New Course for Army Flight Surgeons. 

The new course for flight surgeons at the Medical Re- 
search Laboratory, Mitchel Field, L.1., will continue un- 
til Jan. 25, 1921. The course covers all subjects per- 
taining to aviation medicine which will be of advantage 
to the flight surgeon in his. work. The roster of the 
class includes the following student officers: Majors R.

Fiight to Panama Canal Postponed.

‘The 
project will probably be revived in the spring when. it 
ls expected that authority for flying over Mexico and 
the Central American republics will be amicably ar- 
ranged. ‘The flight will employ four airplanes and the 
route ealis for nine stops between Texas and the canal, 


Flying Cadet Dismissed and Imprisoned. 

The Judge Advocate General of the Army has ap- 
proved the recent court-martial held at the Army Pilots’ 
School, Carlstrom Field; Arcadia, Fla. In‘this case a 
flying cadet, U.S.A., took up an airplane without au- 
thority, flew about for his own amusement and then 
landed at a nearby town. In landing the airplane 
erashed and took fire, and the cadet abandoned it. The 
sentence was a year’s imprisonment and a dishonorable 
discharge from the Army. 

Air Pilot Duty for Enlistcd Men. 

Enlisted men holding ratings as to their ability to 
pilot aircraft may be placed, by proper authority, on 
duty requiring them to act as pilots, provided they are 
Reset ve officers of the Air Service, the War Department 
has indicated. Enlisted men who have received a thor- 
ough course of training as pilots, though they may not 
have been rated-as such, during their current enlistment 
but not in subsequent enlistment, may be placed upon 
duty requiring them to act as pilots. Nc other enlisted 
man, except flying cadets, will be placed on duty author- 
izing them to act as pilots without the espress authority 
of the Chief of Air Service, 

Trophy Room for Army Air Service. 

Space has been set aside in the office of the Chief of 
Air Service in the Munitions Building, Washington, D. 
(., and it has been cfficially designated “The ‘Trophy 
Room, Air Service.” The space will be devoted to dis- 
playing cups, trophies, etc., won by or presented to the 
personnel of the Air Service in -onnection with events 
participated in by such personnel. This room is used 
also for the display of flags, colors, standards and other 
matter of historical value for which no special deposi- 
tory is designated in orders. It is desired that all cups 
and trophies in the possession of Air Service personnel be 
forwarded for installation in the Trophy Room. Before 
such matter is shipped a brief description should be for- 
warded to the office of the Chief of Air Service giving 
dimensions and a statement showing how the cup or 
trophy came into the possession of the Air Service or 
its personnel. Instructions will then be forwarded with 
reference to shipment to Washington.

Airplane Engines to be Sold. 


Between 1,500 and 1,600 airplane engines of foreign 
construction, ranging from 90 to 400 horsepower, ac- 
quired by the War Department since April 6, 1917, have 
been declared surplus and soon will be advertised for 
sale by the Surplus Property Division, Office of the 
Quartermaster General.’ The disposal of this class of 
material has heretofore been confined by the War De- 
partment to the United States, but this lot, together 
with 2448 American-made engines of forty-five and 
ninety horsepower, will be advertised in South America, 
France and England as well as in the United States. 
The foreign models are of French. English and Italian 
design, and the United States models are the Hall Scott 
and the Lawrence. In addition to the engines to be 
sold there are some old airplanes of French and Ger 
man design, including the German Albatross, the Hal. 
berstadt and Liumpler, and the French Breguet and 
Nieuports.

This 
is explained in the communication to commanding offi- 
cera, as follows: “The Chief of Air Service considers 
that apy officer holding a flying rating is on duty which 
requires his participating in regular and frequent 
flights, no matter what the nature of such duty may be ; 
this becatise of that fact that it is manifestly to the 
benefit of the Service that officers who hold flying rat- 
ings participate in flights in order that they may not be- 
come out of practice. But this interpretation of the 
law and regulations in no way covers the case of non- 
flying officers.” It is therefore directed that if a non- 
flying officer be on duty which does not actually require 
regular aud frequent aeria] flights he should in no case 
be placed on fiying status. “The Chief of Air Service 
sees no trasen whatever why non-flying officers-on duty 
ag supply oflicers, surgeons (other than flight surgeons) 
and offieers in similar duty should be placed on flying 
status, as their duties certainly do not require them to 
participate in flights.” All commanding officers are 
called upon to carry out the provisions of See. IV, G.O. 
No. 40, W.D., 1920, in spirit as well as in letter and 
to immediately remove from flying status any non-flying 
officers who are on duty which does not actually require 
them to participate in regular and frequent aeris:!

Weekly Census of the Navy. 


The toial strength of the Navy for the week ending 
Dee. 15 was 162,665, made up of 11,902 Regular and 
Reserve commissioned: and warrant officers and midship- 
men, and 128,644 men in the Regular Navy; 1,047 Reg- 
ular and Reserve commissioned and warrant officers, and 
20,605 men in the Marine Corps; and 465 enlisted men 
in the Nurse Corps. The Navy increase for the week 
was 1,821 and the Marine Corps 535. On an authorized 
enlisted strength of 143,396 the Navy shortage in the 
enlisted personnel was 16,897, and on an authorized en- 
listed strength of 27,400 the Marine Corps was short 
6,987 enlisted men. 

OSS. Omahe Launched. 

The U.S. scout cruiser Omaha was launched at Ta- 
coma, Wash., on Dec. 11. The Omaha is the first of the 
ten scout cruisers, construction of which was authorized 
by Congress in the 1916 building program, to be 
launched. Miss Louise Bushnell White, of Omaha, Neb., 
was the spensor. The old Omaha was a cruiser, launched 
in 1904 at San Francisco. The new scout cruisers are 
555 feet six inches long over all; breadth at water line 
fifty-five feet; displacement 7,500 tons; draft fourteen 
feet three inches. Battery twelve 6-inch guns, two 3-inch 
anti-aircraft guns, two 3-pounder saluting guns, two 
machine guns, two boat guns, two torpedo tubes (twin 
twenty-one inches). The shaft horsepower is estimated 
at 90,000 (turbine reduction gear) and the speed is 
about 33.7 knots. The other scout cruisers will be 
named as follows: Milwaukee, Cincinnati, Raleigh, 
Detroit, Richmond, Concord, Trenton, Marblehead and 
Memphis.

Fire at the Naval Powder Factery. 

The Navy Department has been advised that while a 
party of men were working in Dry House No. 15 at the 
Naval Powder Factory, Indian Head, Md., on Dee. 10, 
removing powder to the blending tower for blending and 
packing, a fire started in the dry house which resulted in 
its destruction and that of 100,000 pounds of 16-inch 
powder which was in the room. There were three men 
in the house and three outside, all civilian employees. 
‘l’'wo were burned to death, one escaped with serious in- 
juries, and two others were slightly burned. No cause 
can be assigned to the origin of the fire, but a thorough 
investigation was ordered, conducted by the inspector of 
Ordnance in charge, Capt. W. Greenslade, U.S.N. 
This is the first loss of life at the Naval Powder Factory 
in the case of men handling powder. 

Talks to Navy Men on Leadership. 

With a view to assisting officers of the U.S. Navy in 
their short talks to officers and men on the general sub- 
jeets of leadership, discipline, etc., the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, Navy Department, has compiled some notes on 
the subjects, which it is hoped may prove useful. Rear 
Admiral Thomas Washington, chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, in forwarding the notes to commanding offi- 
cers of all ships and stations, says: “It is suggested 
that these notes, or part of them, be used simply as a 
basis for short talks to officers and men, being supple- 
mented by apt illustrations or examples which may occur 
to the speaker and which will furnish a certain amount 
of human interest.” 

Navy Men Applying for Funds. 

The Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, under 
date of Dee. 13, 1920, in a letter to ali ships and sta- 
tions, states that there are numerous instances of men 
on leave, from ships and other stations, applying at re- 
cruiting offices for funds to return to their ship or sta- 
tion. Some of these men state that when they left their 
ship or station they only had sufficient funds for one 
way. Rear Admiral Thomas Washington, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, directs that hereafter command- 





ing officers of ships and stations will take measures to 


assure themselves that men going on leave have sufli- 
cient funds to perform round trip. “Every effort,” he 
says, “shall be made to discagrage the practice of re- 
porting in to recruiting stations for transportation while

LAUNCH OF NEW TYPE TORPEDOBOAT. 

An improved design of the —— torpedoboat, offi- 
cially known as Sea Hornet No. 2, was launched at City 
Island, N.Y¥., on the morning of Dee. 11, in the pres- 
ence of a number of officers of the Army, Navy, Na- 
tional Guard and prominent civilians. The launch was 
accomplished without the slightest hitch, and what is 
unusual in the launching of war craft, as soon as the 
boat was water borne power was at once generated in 
her engines and she startcd right off at a 20-mile clip as 
if she-were a veteran craft. The boat was given some 
turning trials, and swung about quickly in a remarka- 
bly small radius, demonstrating fine maneuvering quali- 
ties. She was not driven at full speed, as this was in- 
advisable. The boat is equipped with two 300 horse- 
power Murray and I'rcgurtha engines, which will drive 
her when at full power at a speed of not less than 
thirty-three miles an hour. The boat, which has an 
overall length of fifty-eight feet, is designed as a deep- 
sea craft, and can carry fuel for a cruising radius of 
some 1,000 miles. She can cruise at full speed for 350 
miles. It is hoped that she will soon be given a sea 
trial by the Navy Department, which tested an earlier 
boat of smaller build just before the World War ended, 
and reports as to her trials were highly satisfactory. 
The British Admiralty were anxious to get a supply of 
the boats, and the Japanese government is said to be 
much interested in the new craft. Coast Artillery offi- 
cers who have seen the boat are impressed with its pos- 
s.b.lities as an auxiliary for coast defense. Several tio- 
tillas of the Shearer boats can be constructed for the 
cost of one destroyer, and the boat can be manned by a 
crew of four men. A description of the boat appeared 
in our issue of April 14, 1920, page 15238. 

The Sea Hornet No. 2 was christened by Mrs. W. N. 
Shearer, wife of the inventor, who used the time-honored 
bot-ie of champagne. Majer Gen. Daniel Appleton, 
N.Y.N.G., who was grand marshal for the occasion and 
who managed the details with his usual etiiciency, es- 
corted the sponsor ag the launching platform, while 
close by stood Mr. J. Shearer, a Civil War veteran, 
father of the p= i in the uniform of, the G.A.R.; 
and the sisters of the inventor, Misses Alice and Mary 
Shearer, who served in the World War as Red Cross 
nurses. Mr. W. B. Shearer, the inventor, served as an 
officer of the Navy in the World War. and also served 
in the Navy during the Spanish War. Through the cour- 
tesy of Capt. R. Hi. Leigh, U.S.N., commanding the 





U.S.8. Tennessee, the band of that ship rendered appro- 
priate airs, including the national anthem as the boat 
slid into the water. The police arrangements were ad- 
m.rably earried out under the direction of Inspactor 


O’Brien. The military, naval and civilian guests were 
taken to City Island from the New York Yacht Club 
in official ears and private automobiles under police es- 
cort. After the launch the guests yotained to the club, 
where they enjoyed a lunch as the guests of General 
Appleton.

Chairman Anthony, of the sub-com- 
mittee, when asked the reason for the change of policy, 
declared that in the opinion of the committee hearings 
in executive session tended to a greater concentration 
upon the matters in hand and obviated the intrusion of 
utterances made for the benefit of the press and tu se- 
cure publicity.

Would Mere War College to Washington. 
Secretary Daniels urged the removal of the Naval 
War College from Newport to Washington. He sketched 
the th of the college in the Jast seven’ years and 
the imercase in the faculty and student body since the 
arimistice.

be housed in a building in keeping with the Army Gen- 
eral Staff College and erected on land now partly occu- 
pied by the Naval Observatory.

Burcau of Chaplains Proposed, 


Calling attention to the Army Reorganization act of 
June 4, 1920, making provision for a chief of chaplains, 
the Secretary recommended legislation providing a Bu- 
reau of Chaplains in the Navy Department, and he sub- 
mitted a tentative bill to accomplish this purpose. He 
directed attention to the fact that it was the only corps 
without adequate organization. He considered the morale, 
morals and well-being of the personnel of vastly more 
importance than matériel, and said that the Navy feels 
the need of the moral influences of such a corps, which 
should be administered by a chief of experience and 
broad understanding. ‘There was no opposition to it on 
the part of the Bureau of Navigation, he added.

Would Complete Building Program. 

Secretary Daniels was before the sub-committee again 
on Dec. 16. While advising that Senator Harding, when 
he becomes President, call a conference of the nations 
to consider disarmament Mr. Daniels insisted that until 
such an agreement was reached the United States could 
not afford to stop progress on its naval building prv- 
gram. He said he did not think it would be wise to 
eall a conference on disarmament at this time. “I 
would not care to go into such a conference unless I was 
able to say that we had a Navy as strong as the strong- 
est,” he added. “Great Britain can well afford to have 
a ‘naval holiday.’ She has the dreadnoughts now.” He 
also made another plea for the authorization of new con- 
struction to round out the ships built or building. He 
asked for five 10,000-ton cruisers, four gunboats, seven 
submarines and one airplane carrier. Admiral Coontz, 
who accompanied Mr. Daniels, said that in addition to 
the ships asked for by the Secretary authorization should 
be made for one battieship and one cruiser.

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FINAL SESSION. 

A bill that is designed to make the Merchant Marine 
a unit of the Navy in time of war was sent to Congress 
on Dee. 15. Under the provisions of the bill, whose en- 
actment was urged some time ago by the General Board 
of the Navy, the Navy in a war emergency would take 
over, man, operate and repair all merchant vessels fol- 
lowing a Presidential proclamation. The proposed 
length of such operation would be for the period of an 
emergency and six months thereafter. 

Permission for the erection of a memorial in Wash- 
ington for the dead of the 1st Division is authorized by 
a joint resolution introduced Dec. 15 by Senator Wads- 
worth, of New York. 

A bill to broaden vocational training for former Ser- 
vice men, requested by the Federal Board, was intro- 
duced Dec. 15 by Senator Kenyon. It would permit 
training of men having ten per cent. vocational disability 
and extend the privileges to widows and orphans of war 
veterans. 

The House voted unanimously on Dec. 11 to curtail its 
Christmas recess in order to take up the annual ap- 
propriation bills without delay. On motion of Repre- 
sentative Mondell, the House agreed to adjourn on Dec. 
23, and reassemble Dec. 27, instead of adjourning for 
two weeks as heretofore. 

A favorable report on the Madden bill authorizing the 
promotion of Major General Crowder, Judge Advocate 
General and wartime Provost al General, to the 
rank of lieutenant general on his retirement, was made 
Dec. 16 by the House Rules Committee. The committee 
ordered a al rule for consideration of the bill, limit- 
ing debate in the House to three hours, 


Representative Mondell Attacks Service Estimates. 


Representative Mondell made a sharp attack on the 
Army and Navy estimates in the House of Representa- 


tives on Dec. 16 in ‘the. course of which he declared that 
Secretary Baker's action in -recruiting the Army in ex- 
cess of 175,000 men was “so utterly at variance with 
and so contemntuous~ of Congress” that all rules had 
been “disregarded.” He added that “from now on, so 
long as we deal with officials of this Administration, it 
will be necessary to add to all bills passed a warning not 
to act contrary to the views of Congress.” He recom- 
mended that the estimates for the Army and Navy may 
be cut approximately $600,000,000. He also said that 
“savings must be made chiefly on estimates for the two 
Services.” His opinion of the Navy estimates was that 
they are “so extravagant that they cannot be described.” 


Hearing on War Bonus. 


At a hearing before the Senate Finance Committee on 
the question of bonus and adjusted compensation for the 
World War veterans the proposal was made that a poll 
will be held of several leading posts of the American 
Legion throughout the country to find out approximately 
what percentage of the veterans favor a cash bonus. In 
answer to a question by Senator McLean, of Connecti- 
cut, Gilbert Bettman, chairman of the National Legisla- 
tive Committee of the legion, said it could be done, but 
he thought it would give an uncertain result. Senator 
McLean believed that Congress should have something 
like definite information as to how many men wanted a 
cash bonus instead of other bencfits proposed by the 
pending bill, and said it would make much difference to 
the Senate how large an amoupt wi money had to be 
provided at once. John Thomay Taylor, vice chairman 
of the committee of the legion, and Fred W. Galbraith, 
jr., National Commander, were also present at the hear- 
ing, which was to be continued at later sessions. Sena- 
tor Smoot asked how many of the former Service men 
would want cash. Mr. Bettman replied his estimate 
was about fifty per cent. He was ready to pledge the 
legion, he said, to conduct an educational campaign iu 
favor of the features of the bonus bill other than the 
cash payment. Senator Simmons thought a poll of the 
2,000,000 membership of the American [Legion would 
give a close idea of the sentiments of the ex-Service men. 
Senator McCumber, acting chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, said that if a poll showed the cash payments un- 
der the bill would be greater than could be provided the 
other optional features of the bill might be made more 
attractive. 


Care of Disabled Veterans. 


A definite program for treatment of the disabled vet- 
erans of the war was proposed to Congress on Dec. 15 
by the Joint Committee for Aid to Disabled Veterans, 
whose chairman is Henry L. Stimson, of New York, for- 
merly Secretary of War. The program proposed is em- 
bodied in a memorial submitted by Senator Wadsworth 
and referred to the Senate Military Committee. ‘The 
program includes co-ordination and decentralization of 
the Bureau of War Risk Insurance, Rehabilitation Divi- 
sion of the Federal Board for Vocational Education and 
the Public Health Service. Adequate hospital facilities 
under Government control. Vocational training with 
maintenance for every man honorably dischaged who 
has a disability incurred in service. Retirement for 
other officers of the war on the same basis as those of 
the Regular Army. Vocational training with mainte- 
nance for widows and orphans of men who died-in ser- 
vice or who may die during five years after discharge; 
also for American citizens disabled in the service of our 
war-time allies. 

More than 20,000 veterans of the World War are now 
in hospitals, Congress was informed. ‘The committce 
estimates that 30,000 will require treatment during 1921. 
Among patients there are approximately 5,761 mental 
cases, shell shock, ete., it was stated. The number dis- 
charged from service with ailments for a nervous or 
mental character was 76,588; there are approximately 
6,653 tuberculosis patients, victims of gas and exposure: 
the number discharged from service with tuberculosis 
was 42,210 and, in addition, 14,020 were discharged as 
suffering with respiratory and throat troubles. 

IIcaring on Army Classification Deferred. 

The hearing announced for Dec. 14, before the House 
Committee on Military affairs on the classification of 
Army officers, as provided for in See. 24b, act of Ju 
1920, was not held for the reason that the committee was 
without a quorum. Representative Caldwell of New 
York, who had requested the hearing, was not in Wash- 
ington and had informed the committee that he could 
not be present.. Samuel T. Ansell, former acting Judge 
Advocate General of the Army, who was asked to ap- 
pear as the first witness, had to be excused. Members of 
the’ committee would not venture a prediction as to 
when hearings would be held, in view of the absence 
of Mr. Caldwell, who proposed the inquiry.

BILL TO AID COAST GUARD OFFICERS. 


Distribution of Line as in U.S. Navy. 





A bill introduced in the House of Representatives (H. 
R. 14900) by Chairman Esch of the Committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce, Dec. 10, if enacted into 
law doubtless would have the effect of satisfying some 
of the dissatisfaction existing among the line and engi- 
neer officers of the U.S. Coast Guard. ‘The agitation 
for consolidating the Coast Guard with the Navy is in 
part due to the restricted professional sphere of the 
Coast Guard for ambitious officers, some of whom, after 
a quarter century of service, have reached no higher 
grade than lieutenant commander and the prospects are 
that they will not attain higher grade than com- 
mander on reaching the statutory age limit for retire- 
ment. The of promotion in the Coast Guard has 
been very slow. The oflicers of the Coast Guard having 
come through a war with their services in the Navy highly 
commended and the Navy being desirous of securing 
such officers, they are discontented. Chairman Esch’s bill 
therefore, is designed to bring about equality with the 
Navy line and engincer officers and to place them on a 
parity with the Regular Navy so that captains, com- 
manders and lieutenant commanders of the Coast Guard 
shall have rank, pay and allowances corresponding to 
the same grades in the Navy. Lieutenant commanders 
of twenty-five years’ service would be eligible, also, to 
promotion to the next higher grade. 

The administrative head of the Coast Guard would 
have the title of commandant, but he would have the 
yank (rear admiral), pay and allowances of a chief of 
bureau in the Navy Department, and be selected from 
among active line officers not below the grade of com- 
mander. ‘The engineer in chief would have the. rank, 
pay and allowances of a captain in the Navy, and would 
be entitled to retirement in that grade. Promotions are 
hereafter to be by seniority after professional, mental 
and physieal examinations, with the usual “line of duty” 
proviso for retirement. tetirement after forty years’ 
service will be in the next higher grade actually held’ by 
the officer placed on the retired list. The bill in sub- 
stance follows: 

11.R. 14900, Mr. Esch.—To distribute the commissioned line 
and engineer officers of the Coast Guard in grades in same 
proportions as provided by law for distribution in grades of 
commissioned line officers of the Navy, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted, etc., That the number of permanent commis- 
sioned line officers of Coast Guard now authorized by law shall 
be distributed in grades as follows: One commandant, 7 cap- 
tains, 12 commanders, and 149 officers in grades below com- 
mander now authorized by law; and number of permanent com- 
missioned engineer officers now authorized in grades as follows: 
One engineer in chief, 3 captains (engineering), 6 commanders 
(eng.), and 76 officers‘in grades below commander (eng.), now 
authorized by law: Provided, That captains and captains (eng.) 
shall have rank of, and be of corresponding grade to, captains 
in Navy, and commanders (eng.) shall have rank of, and be of 
corresponding grade to, commanders in Navy; that, without re- 
gard to number of commanders and commanders (eng.) herein 
authorized, a lieut. commander or a lieut. commander (eng.) 
who has served 25 years as a commissioned officer in Revenue 
Cutter Service and Coast Guard shall be eligible to promotion 
to next higher grade, but no officer shall be promoted under 
this proviso who would thereby be advanced in rank ahead of 
an officer in same grade whose name stands above his on 
oficial precedence list. 

Sec. 2. That title of captain commandant in Coast Guard is 
hereby changed to commandant, and all laws applicable to the 
title hereby abolished shall apply to title hereby established, 
except that thereafter the commandant shall be selected from 
active list of line officers not below grade of commander. Pro- 
motions to grades created by this act, namely, captain, captain 
(eng.), and commander (eng.), shall be made from next lower 
grade by seniority: Provided, That commissioned line officers 
and commissioned engineer officers of Coast Guard below grades 
of licut. commander and lieut. commander (eng.), respectively, 
may be promoted, subject to examination as provided by law, 
without regard to number or length of service in grade, to such 
grades in Coast Guard not above lieut. commander or lieut. 
commander (eng.) as corresponds to permanent ranks and 
grades that may be attained in accordance with law by line 
officers of Regular Navy of same length of. total service, but 
no officer shall be promoted under this proviso who would 
thereby be advanced in rank ahead of an officer in same grade 
whose name stands above his on official precedence list; that 
the commandant of Coast Guard, while so serving, shall have 
same rank and shall receive same pay and allowances as are 
now, or may hereafter be, prescribed by or in pursuance of 
law for a chief of bureau of Navy Depar‘mcnt, and the engi- 
necr in chief, while so serving, shall have -art®, pay and allow- 
ances of a captain (eng.) in Coast Guard, ax4 any officer who 
shall hereafter serve as engineer in chief sxl], when retired,

W. H. ask Does the Class A compulsory allotment of a 
married, enlisted man date back to date of enlistment or date 
ct marriage! Answer: Could not date back to time when you 
had no wie. 

J. BE. K As the single list for captains and lieutenants is 
not yet completed we cannot say where the unnamed officer 
whose record you give will appear on the promotion list. We 
refer you to the ‘““Ihird’’ amd ‘Fourth’ steps of See. 24a. Now 
that the appointments from the July and October examinations 
are completed, the publication of the single list may be looked 
for very soon from the me G. Office. Until that occurs we must 
ask to be excused from amswering questions as to the pros- 
pects of individual officers for promotion. Your position on 
single list, relatively to other captains and lieutenants, will 


depend, first, upon length of service between April 6, 1917, and 
Nov. 11, 1918. 

B. C. O. asks: Enlisted Oct. 27, 1914, and at the expiration 
of four years was a N.C.O., but was not discharged on account 
of the war. Was discharged May 9, 1919, as a private for the 
purpose of re-enlistment for three years. Am I entitled to the 
$90 re-enlistment benus? Answer: No. 

NOLUK asks: (1) In 1920 was reeommended to War De- 
partment for several citations for acts performed during the 
war, by my brigade commander, who was a brigadier general 
during the war, but a colonel im 1920.

“For each other citation of an officer or enlisted man for gal- 
lantry im action published im orders issued from the headquar- 
ters of a force commanded by a general officer he shall be enti- 
tled to wear a silver star.”

E. J. ©. asks: Length of service as follows: Dec. 8, 1903-Jan. 
2, 1905; Jan. 3, 1905-Jan. 2, 1908; Sept. 1, 1909-Aug 16 
1902; Aug. 24, 1914- June 19, 1919; June 20, 1919, te date. 
Was appointed o private first class July, 1919. Was given a 
specialist fourth class rating August, 1920. Before given the 
specialist rating my pay wae $46.80. As the new rating an- 
thorizes an ancrease of $12, that would have given me $58.80, 
but I have been only paid $54, an increase of only $7.20.

Army; accepts grade of warrant officer. When he has served 
over four years as warrant officer and becomes physically in- 
capacitated through line of duty, will he be retired on three- 
quarters pay of warrant grade? Answer: Sams conditions as 
apply to commissioned officers—yes. 

X. Y¥. Z. asks: Is a retired enlisted man, retired June 15, 
1920, entitled to have pay computed on rates as ~- May 18, 
1920, under the decision of Comptroller of Kor. 1920? 
Answer: No; the act of May 18, 1920, provides he. the in- 
creases provided in that act shall not enter into the computation 
of the retired pay of officers or enlisted men who may be re- 
tired prier to July 1, 192 

lL. M. R. asks: A was eaves in 1901, was retired 
in 1917, and two months later was detailed for active duty and 
has served continuously since that date; B was commissioned 
in 1907, is still om the active list, and has been promoted to 
major, to date July 1, 1920. A, the retired officer, however, 
‘was pr to major, to date Sept. 1; 1920. A and B are 
both in the grade of major, although A did not receive promo- 
ticn to major until two months later than B; he (A) has had 
nine years’ commissioned service more than B. Which of these 
two officers ranks the other? If B ranks A, will he continue 
to do so until A beats B to the grade of lieutenant colonel? 
‘Answer: The rank of the retired officer A is mot determined 
by the length of service of B, but by the laws which apply to 
Gee retired officers alone, Retired officers are promoted when 
their total active duty since retirement is such that it would 
have given them promotion in due course had they remained 
on the active list for that length of time. The eligibility ét 
the active officer B for promotion to a vacancy existing on 
July 1, 1920, was entirely independent of any promotion rights 
granted by Congress. to retired officers. Likewise B's future 
promotion will be attained under the single list provisions with- 
out regard to the existence of-retired officers. Even had A 

ot been retired, his number on the active list would have 

en such that prior to the increase authorized for July 1, 
2920, there was no vacancy for major to whieh he was eligible 
for promotion. A must consider thé case of the officer (X) who 
on June 30 occupied the place on the active list that would 
have been held by A had he not been retired. Since A had 
had two months’ inactive status on the retired list, it required 
two months’ active duty beyond July 1, 1920, to give him pro- 
motion to major on the retired list under ths, law (Par. 9, 
127a, amended N.D.A.). at present sanks A, but 
it is quite possible, if A continues on active duty, that he may 
be promoted to lieutenant colonel before B. Let A watch 
the fortunes of X rather then those of B, as Officer KX may 
be promoted to lieutenant colonel a great deal more than two

Urck Naming Destroyer FOR DEHAVEN. 
Among who have interested 
naval history in its bearing on Art tic exploration, it is a 
souree of wonder that the Navy Department never has 
honored the late Lieut. Edwin J. DeHaven, U.S.N., by 
naming a destroyer for him. Lieutenant DeHaven was 
appointed acting midshipman Oct. 2, 1829, when only 
teu years old: was promoted to passed midshipman in 
July. 1835, and cominissioned lieutenant in September, 
1841. In 1850-51 he was in command of the Arctic ex- 
pedition fitted out by Henry Grinnell of New York to 
search for Sir John Franklin. While only traces of 
I'ranklin’s party were discovered, the expedition did dis- 
cover and name Grinnell Land. Lieutenant -DeHaven 
was commended for the valuable scientific information 
gained especially in connection with the investigations 
being carried on at the U.S. Naval Observatory concern- 
ing the winds and currents of the ocean. The vessels of 
the expedition, the Advance and the Rescue, were caught 
in the ice and frozen in for nine months in the open sea, 
and drifted to and fro with the ice for more than 1,000 
wiles. Lieutenant DeHaven was retired Feb. 6, 1862, 
having lost his sight from the effects of contact with 
snow and ice, and he died in the city of his birth, Phila- 
delphia, May 1, 1865, In the annual report of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy for 1851 (Appendix B) there is a 
complete report of the Grinnell expedition, and a graphic 
account of its work and remarkable experiences is eon- 
tained in “The Grinnell Expedition, a Personal Narra- 
tive,” by Elisha K. Kane, surgeon, U.S. Navy, also of 
the expedition. Lieutenant DeHaven had eighteen years 
of sea service and an enviable reputation for seamanship 
and scientific ability. For five years he was on duty in 
Washingtou serving under Matthew Fontaine Maury, the 
eminent hydrographer, at the Naval Observatory.

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British ArmcraAFr CARRIERS REDUCED. 

Sensational stories appearing in the daily press as to 
Great Britain’s enlarged aviation program do not appear 
to be justified by news coming from abroad in the serious 
service journals. A recent issue of the Army and Navy 
Gazette of London contains this striking illustration of 
the decline of aviation in the British navy from its 
status of a year ago. It reads: “Aircraft carriers are 
at a discount in the Royal navy just at present, it would 
seem, for of the half-dozen or more which were specially 
built or adapted for this purpose—apart from the larger 
number of mercantile vessels taken up during the war— 
only two are at present in full commission, the Eagle 
with the Atlantic fleet and the Pegasus in the Mediter- 
ranean. A year ago there was a squadron of five air- 
craft carriers with the Atlantic fleet, under an admiral; 
now there is but one ship. It would appear that the 
scarcity of trained ratings, and the large personnel re- 
quired for the maintenance and working of these huge 
structures, make their retention with the seagoing fleet 
a matter of difficulty, besides which there is the expense 
involved at a time when all ways and means of economy 
have to be studied. ‘Thus it comes about that the Vin- 
dictive, a new ship which was transformed from a light 
cruiser into a seaplane carrier at great trouble and ex- 
pense, is now being employed upon the more prosaic duty 
of a transport. She is conveying relief crews from Ports- 
mouth to Gibraltar—certainly the first time that an air- 
craft carrier has been used for trooping purposes in 
this way.”

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France Honors AMERICAN DEaD ON ALL Saints’ Day. 

Col. H. F. Rethers, chief American Graves Registra- 
tion Service, Q.M.C., in Europe, in a letter to Major 
Gen. H. L. Rogers, Quartermaster General, advised him 
that the graves of the American soldier dead in Com- 
munal Cemeteries in France were honored by the French 
on All Saints’ Day, which day in France is similar to 
Memorial Day in America in respect to the custom of 
decorating graves. French flags were displayed alongside 
of American flags‘at American cemeteries, and this fact 
deeply moved the French people who were honoring 
their own dead. General Dudant, commanding the 7th 
Corps, French army, in a letter to one of the officers in 
the American Graves Registration Service, Q.M.C., in 
France, expressing his gratitude, said among other 
things: “I also wish to assure you that every Frenchman 
will learn with gratitude that you intend flying the 
French colors by the side of the American flag on All 
Saints’ Day. It will be to us a solemn and glorious 
thought that on that day the memory of the brothers-in- 
arms who died for the defense of right will be united in 
our minds; the reverent gathering that will stop with a 
feeling of respect and gratitude before the graves of the 
noble sons of America, fallen on French soil, will see 
with deep emotion the two flags flying together, symbol 
of the Franco-American friendship.” 
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HOSTEL FOR BLINDED BRITISH SOLDIERS. 

Sir Arthur Pearson, chairman of the committee in 
charge of the Blinded Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Hostel at 
St. Dunstan’s, Regent’s Park, London, N.W. 1, makes a 
Christmas appeal for aid in the work of the hostel, 
which cares for nearly 2, men, and gives aid in 
making them self-supporting. It states that besides those 
actually blinded on the battlefields, 23,000 men were dis- 
charged from the British army with seriously damaged 
sight, and many of these are finding it necessary to 
come to St. Dunstan’s. 
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THe UNIFORM IN HEADLINES. 

The daily ~papers, protests an Army officer, are far 
too ready to credit the Army with the sins of anyone 
and eyeryone who may ever have been connected with it 
at any time.
